The angel Gabriel" told Daniel that knowledge should Increase in 
the time of the end. This of course included the scriptures, par- 
ticularly j-ince the proclamation of the everlasting Gospel in Her. 
xiv:0. 1.3. It is well known how this knowledge has increased 
fincc l^JO. Tht.-c ten Commandments being the foundation of 
the scriptures. (Sec Matt, xxii.) God, in a ]>eculiar manner, to 
instruct his honest, confiding children, fdiows them spiritually un« 
dor the mounding of the seventh Angel, the ark of his testament 
after the temple of God was opened in heaven, xi : 11). These are 
the ten commandments. Here then I understand is where the 
flpirit made-tin indelible impression to search the scriptures for the 
testimony of God.

THE SABBATH. 



FIRST (JCr*TI05 IS, TTHEK WAS THE SABBATH I58TITCTKO t 

Tno.«r. who are in ihc habit of rending the Scripture* 
just as they find them, and of understanding them accord- 
ing in the established rules of interpretation, will never be 
at a lop? to understand so plain a passage ns the following: 
" Aiiu God blessed the seventh day, -and sanctified it; be- 
cause that in it he had rested from .-ill hii work which God 
created and made." (Jen. ii : '.). Moses, when referring 
to it, *nys to the children of Israel. " This is that which the 
Lord hath s.iiV, to-morrow is ibe heet of the holy Subbalh 
un!o the Lord." Exml. xvi: 23. 

Then we. understand that God established the eeveulh 
day Sabbath in Paradise, on the very day when he rested 
from all his work, and not one week, nor one year, nor 
two thousand five hundred and fourteen years afterwards, 
us boiue would have it. Is it not plain that the Sabbath 
was instituted to commemorate tSie stupendous work of 
creation, ami designed by God to be celebrated by his 
worshipers aft a weekly Sabbath, in the same nnnner os 
the Israelites were; commanded to celebrate the I'aseovcr, 
from the very night of their deliverance till the resurrection 
of Jesus from the dend ; or as we, as a nation, annually 
celebrate our national independence ; or as type answers to 
anletvpe, so we. believe this must run down, to the "keep- 
ing of tho Sabbath to the people of God" in the immortal 
elate. 

It ia nr^uetf by fnrne. that becan?o no mention in made 
of the Sabbath from its institution in Paradise till the falling 
of tho manna in t!.,i wilderness, mentioned in Lxo. xvi: 
15, that it WW then. Tore htrt iuatitutod for tko Jowa, but 



we think there is bible argument sufficient to sustain the 
reply of Jesus to the Pharisees, 41 that tho Sabbath wui 
made for ma* and not man for the Sabbath." llitua* 
made for any one exclusively it must have been for Adam 
the father of us all, two thousand years befere Abraham 
who is claimed as the father of the Jews) was born. John 
says^ the old commandment was from the beginning — 1 ; 

There is pretty strong inference that the antideluvians 
measured time by weeks from the account given by Noah, 
when the waters of the deluge began to subside. He 
" sent out a dove which soon returned." At the end of 
sercn days he sent her out again ; und at the end of sercn 
days more, he Pent her out^a third time. Now why this 
preference for the number sercn ? why not five or ten 
days, or any other number ? Can it be supposed that his 
fixing on upon' sercn was accidentia! 1 How much more 
natural to conclude Unit it was in obedience to the autho- 
rity of God, us expressed in the 2d chap, of Gen. A timi- 
lar division of time is incidentally mentioned in Gen. xxix ; 
" fulfil her ureek and we will give thee this also ; and Ja- 
cob did fo and fulfilled her \ccc!;. ,, Now the word iceek 
is every where used in Scripture as we use it ; it never 
means more nor less than sercn days (except as symbols of 
years) and one of them was in all o'lher cares the* Subbuth. 
But now suppose there had been an entire silence on tho 
subject of the Sabbath for this twenty-five hundred years, 
would that ho sufiicient evidence that there was none. If 
bo, we have the same evidence that there was no Sabbath 
from the reigu of Joshua till the reign of David, four hun- 
dred and six years, as no mention is made of it in the his- 
tory of that period. But who can be persuaded that Samu- 
el and the pious Judges of Israel did not regard the Sab- 
bath. What does God say of Abraham 1 that he "obeyed 
my voice, and kept my charge, my commandments, my 
Mtatutcs and my laics. (See what he calls them in Fxo. * 
ivi : 27, 30.) This, of course, includes the whole. Then 
Abraham reverenced God'a Sabbath. Once more, there 
is no meution of the circumcision from the days of Joshua 
till the days of Jeremiah, a period of more than eight hun- 
dred years. Will it be believed that Samuel and David 
and all those pious worthies with the whole Jewish nation] 
neglected that essential «eal of the covenant for eight hun- 
dred years T It caunot he admitted for a moment. Hqyt 



then can any one suppose finm the alleged silence of tbe 
sacred history that Adam, Enoch, Noah and Abraham, 
kept no Sahbath because the fhet was not Mated T If we 
turn to Jer. ii : 25. 20. we find that they had not neglected 
this right of circumcision, only they had net circumcised 
their hearts; so that the proof is clear, that silence respect- 
ing the keeping any positive command of God, is no evi- 
dence that it y not in full force. 

Again, »f the Sahbath was not instituted in Paradise, why 
did Moses mention it in connection with the creation of 
the world T Why not reserve this fact for Iwd or three 
thousand years in his history, until the manna fell in the 
wilderness, (see Lxo. xvi : 23) and then state that the 
seventh day Sabbath commenced, as some will have it 1 I 
answer, for the very best of reasons, that it did not com- 
mence there. Let ns examine the text. "And it came to 
pass, that on the mth day they gathered twice as much 
bread as on any preceding <i.iy, and oil (he rulers of the 
conn i cpalion came ar.d told !)h scs. And he said unto them' 
this is that which the Lord hatii said, to-n:orroic is thcHrestof 
the, holy sabbath, bake that which ye wiil bake, &c. &c." 
If this had been the cMabli.-hing of ths holy Sabbath and 
Moses had said to-morrow shall be the Sabbath, then would 
it have been clear; but no. he cpealis as familiarly about 
it as wc dp when we pay that to-morrow is the Sabbath, 
showing conclusively that it war; known before, or how 
could the people have known that they must gather two 
day's manna on Friday the sixth dry, unless they had had 
mrac previous knowledge of the Sabbath? for Moses had 
already taught them not to " leave any of it until the morn- 
ing '* — v. 19. The 20th verse shows that the Sabbath had 
not yet come since their receiving the inanna, because it 
epoiled and "bred worms by the next morning;" whereas, 
on the Sabbath morning it was found sweet and catible— ' 
2 itli v. This wan the thirtieth day after leaving Fgvpt (lat 
v.) and twenty days before it was given on Sinai. Ihe 
weekly Sabbath then was appointed before thus < r before 
the days of Moses. Where was it then? Answer in the 
.econd chapter of Genesis and no where else; and the 
same week on which the inanna fell, the weekly Sabbath ; 
was revived among or with God's chosen people. Grolius ' 
tells us " that the memory of the creation's being performed 
in seven days, was preserved not onlv among the Greeks 
end Italians, but'atuong the Celts and Indians." Other 
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writers Bay Assyrians, Egyptians, Arabians, Britons and 
Germans, all of whom divide their lime into weeks. Philo 
says "tho Sabbath is not peculiar to any one people or 
country, but is common to all the world." Jnsephuswlate* 
"that there is no city cither of Greeks or barbarian* or 
any other tuition, where the religion of the Sabbath is not 
known." But as they, like the great mass of God's pro- 
fessed people in Christendom, paid little or no heed to 
what God had said about the particular day, (except tho 
Jews, and a few others) they (as wo are informed in his- 
tory) adopted pecular days to suit themselves, viz: tha 
christian nations chose to obey the Pope of Rome, who 
changed the sere nth day Sabbath to the first day, and called 
it the holy Sabbath; the Persians selected Monday; the 
Grecians Tuesday; the Assyrians Wednesday; the Egyp- 
tians Thursday; the Turks Friday, and the Jews the se- 
venth day, Saturday, as God had commanded. Three 
standing miracles a week, for about forty years annually, 
ought to perpetuate the Sabbath. 1st, double tho quantity 
of manna on the sixth day: 2d, none on the seventh; 3d, 
did not spoil on the seventh day. Ifil does not matter 
which day you keep holy to the Lord, then all these na- 
tions nre right. Now reflect one moment on this, and 
then open your bible and read the commandment of the 
Cod. of all -these nations! » REM KM W.ll ! (what yon 
have been taught before _) the Sabbath dat) to keep it holy;*' 
(which dav is it Lord ?) 'the SEVENTH is th: Sahbatk 
of the Lord thy G oil : in it thou shall not- do any tcotk t thou 
nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man servant nor thy maid 
tenant, nor \hy cattle, nor thy stranger, that is tciiian thy 
gales."

Now we ask, if God has ever nbrogated the law of the 
Sabbath? If he has it can easily be found. We under- 
take to say without fear of contradiction, he hns not made 
any such record in the bible ; but on the contrary, he calls 
it a perpetual covenant, a 44 sigu between uie and the chil- 
dren of Israel forever," for the reason that he rented on 
the seventh day, Exo. xxxi: 16,17. Says one, has not 
the ceremonial law been annulled and nailed to the crow? 
Yes, but what of that 1 Why then the Sabbath must bo 
abolished, for Paul says so • 'Where ? Why in Cols. 2d 
chapter, nnd xiv. Romans- How can you think that God 
ever inspired Paul to say that the seventh day Sabbath was 
made void or nailed to the cross at the crucifixion, when he 
never intended any such change; if he did, he certainly 
would have deceived the inhabitants'of Jerusalem, in the 
promise which he made them about two thorn and four 
hundred and forty-six years ago !

tor have no reference to the Gentiln since the crucifixion 
O Lord help us rightly to understand aud divide thy word. 
But is it not evident from the four first verses in the sarno 
chapter of Romans, that laul is speaking of feast days; 
Hear him explain. " Destroy not him withlhy meat for whom 
Christ d.ed". Tor the kingdom of God is not meat and drink." 
15,17 v, also 20, 2'i. (living them again in substance the 
decrees which had been given by the Apostles in their first 
confluence, in A. I). 51 ; held at Jerusalem. See Acts 
xv : 19. James proposes their letter to the Gentiles should 
be that they abstain from pollution of Idols, and from for* 
nication, and from thing* strangled, and from blood;" to 
which the conference all agreed. Now please read their 
unanimous decrees (xvi:4.) from twenty-three to thirty 
verses. " For it seemed good to the Holy Ghost and to uh, 
to lay upon you no greater burden than these necessary 
things." "That ye uhstaiu from meats olTered to Idols, and 
from blood, and from things strangled, ami from fornication, 
from which if yc keep yourselves ye shall do well." Head- 
ing along to the ll.lh of the next chapter, we find Paul es- 
tablishing the Churches with l!ic>e decrees; (see 1,5,) and 
at Philippi he holds his meeting, (not in the Jews Syna- 
gogue) but at the river's side, on the Sahhalh day. A little 
from this it is said that Paul is in Thoalonica pre:. chine on 
the Sabbath days. Luke says this was his manner. What 
wasit ? Why, to preach on the Sabbath days (not 1st days.) 
Observe here were three Sahbaths in succession >vii: 2. 
A little while Irom this Paul locates himself in Corinth, 
and there preaches to the Jews nnd Greeks (or Gentile*) 
a year a 'id six months every Sabbath. Now this must have 
been seventy-eight in succession, xvii: 4,11. Docs this look 
like abolishing the Sabbath day? Has anything been said a* 
bunt the 1st day yet? No, wc shall speak of that by and by. 

Before this he was in Antioch. " And when the Jowa 
were gone nut of tho synagoguo the GI-^TILKS be- 
sought that these words might bo preached to il.cni tho 
next Sabbath. And the next Sabbath day came almost the 
whole city together to hear the word of God." xiii: 
42, 44. Here is proof that the Gentiles kept tho Sabbath. 
Now I wish to place the other strong tort which is to 
„ sLiiugciy adhered to for aboluhiug or changing this Sab- 
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hath along *id* of thin, that we may undcretand his mean-" 
ing. lllotiing out the hand-writing of ordinances thai 
was against us, which was contrary to us, and took it out 
of the way, nailing it to his crow." 

" Let no man therefore judge you in meat, or in drink, 
or in respect of a holy day, or of the new moon, or of the 
babbath days." Coll. ii : 14, 16. Now hero is one of 
the strong arguments adhered to hy all those who say the 
soventh day Sabbath was abolished nt the crucifixiou of 
our Lord : while on the other hand by the great masi of 
the Christian world, (so called,) the feventh day Sabbath 
ceased here, and in less than forty-eight hours the change 
wan made to the first day of the w« ek. Now remember 
1 aul s manner, (before stated) itinerating from city to city 
and nation to nation, always preaching to Jews and Gen- 
tiles on the seventh day Sabbath, (for there is no other day 
called the Lord's Sabbath in the Bible.) Now if the Apos- 
tic a id mean to include the Sabbath of the Lord God with 
the Jewish feasts and Sabbaths iu the text, then the course 
he took to do so, was the strangest imaginable. His man- 
ntr always was, us recorded, with the exception of one 
night , lo preach on the very day that he was laboring to 
fthoheh. If you will look at the date in your bibles, yon 
will k-arn tlna same apostle had been laboring in this way 
a« a fpocial messenger to the Gentiles, between twenty 
end thirty years since (as )ou say) the Sabbath was chang- 
ed or abolished, and yet never uttered one word with re- 
spect to any other day in the week to he set apart as a ho- 
ly day or Sabbath. I understand all the arguments about 
Jus laboring in the Jewish Synagogue on their Sabbath 
because they were open for worship on that day, &c., but 
be did not always preach in their Synagogues. He saye 
that he preached the Kingdom of G«d, and labored in hie 
own hired house /or two years. He alto established i 
daily meeting for disputation in the school of Tyranus.— 
Acts xix : 9. Again he hays, I have "kept bach NOTH- 
« 1 1 \ i! was 1>li0ITr ABLE unto you. (Now if the 
bubbath had been changed or abolished, would it not have 
Iteva profitable to have told them eo ?) and have taughi yoa 
publicly, and from house to house." "For I have not 
eh mined to declare uuto yon ALL the conncil of God."— 
Act* xx -, '"1, 'J7. Then it is clear that he taught thera by 
crumple ...^t the Sabbath of the Lord God was not abot 
JMtfd. Luk« *ays it wus tho tut tern (or manner) of Chii* 



to teach in the synagogues on the Sabbath day. iv : \6 t 
31. Mark taya, "And when the Sabbath day wm come 
he began to teach in their synagogue." Mark vi:2. — 
Now if Jesus was about to abolish or change this Sabbath, 
(which belonged to the first code, the moral law, and not 
the ceremonial, the second code, which was to be nailed 
to his cross, or rather, as said the angel Gabriel to Daniel, 
ix : 27, "he (Christ) in the midst of the week shall cause 
the sacrifice and oblation to cease," meaning that the Jew- 
ish sacrifices and offerings would cease at his death.) Je- 
sus did. not attend to any of the ceremonies of the Jews ex- 
cept the passover and the feasts of tabernacles. Why did 
he say, "Think not I a in coine to destroy the laic or tho 
prophets? I am not come to destroy but fulfill. One jot 
or one title shall in no wise pass from the law until all be 
fulfilled." " Whosoever therefore »hall break one of 
these least commandment*" &c. Did he mean the ten 
commandments? Yes; for he immediately points out the 
third, not to take God's name in vain; sixth and seventh, 

" not to kill nor to commit adulter)', and styles them the 
hast. Then, the others, which include the fourth, of 
course were greater than these. Matt, v ; 17 — 19, 21, 27, 
33. and were not to be broken nor pass away. Then the 

' '.Sabbath stands unchanged. 

Almost every writer which I have read on the subject of 
abolishing or changing the seventh day Sabbath, calls it the 
Jewish Sabbath, hence their difficulty. How can it be tho 
Jewish Sabbath when it was e>tablibhed two thousand 
years before there was a Jew on the face of the earth, and 
certainly twenty-five hundred before it was embodied in 
the decalogue, or re-enacted and written in stone by the 
finger of God at Sinai. God called this 1 1 1 S Sabbath, and 
Je>.<us says it was made for man, (not particularly for the 
Jews.) 

" Well," says one, " what is the meaning of the texts 
which you have quoted, where it speaks of Sabbaths ? "— 
Answer: These arc the Jewish Sabbaths! which belong 
to them as a nation, and are connected with their feasts. 
God by Hosea makes this distinction, and says, " 1 will also 
cau«e all her mirth to cea=o, her feast days, her new moons, 
and her Sabbath.*, aud all her solemn feasts." These then 
belong to tho text quoted, and not God's Sabbath. Do 
you for the proof 1 See xxiii Levit. 4. "Thru are 
the FEASTS of the Lord, uhich yt shall proclaim in th/ir 
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unions, EVERY THING UrON HIS DAY " — 37th r. 

(May we not deviate a little? If you do it will be at your 
peril ) Fifteenth and sixteenth verses give them a fifljr 
day's Sabbath; twenty-fourth verse Bays: " Speuk unto 
the children of Israel, saying in the seventh month in the 
first day of the mouth, shall ye have a Sabbath, a memorial 
of blowing of trumpets, an holy convocation." 

" Also on the tenth day of the seventh month there shall 
be a day of atonement. It shall be unto yon a Sabbath of 
rest." 27, 32. , , t 

" Abo on the fifteenth day of the seventh month when 
yo shall have gathered in the fruit of the laud, va shall 
keep a feast unto the Lord seven days. On the first shall 
be^t Sabbath, and on the eighth day shall be a Sabbath. 
39 th v. And .Moses declared, unto the children of Israel the 
FEASTS of the Lord." 41th v. Now here we have 
FOUR kinds of Jcich-h Sabbath?, also called "FEASTS of 
tic Lard," to be kept annually. The first fifty days or sev- 
en weeks Sabbath ends the third month, seventh. In three 
months and twenty-four day* more commences the second 
Sabbath, seventh month, first; the next, the tenth; the lust 
the fifteenth of the month. Between the first two Sab- 
baths there ia an interval of one hundred and twelve days; 
the next two, ten days, and the next, five days. Now it 
can be seen at a fiance, that neither of these Sabbaths 
could be on the seventh day any ofiener than other annu- 
al feast could come on lha't day. These then are what 
llosea calls HF.ll Sabbaths. Paul calls them holt Days, 
new moons, and sulbuliis; and this is what they are stated 
to be. The first day of the seventh month is a new nwon 
Sabiiath, the tenih'is a Sabbath of rest and Holy convo- 
cation, a day of atonement, and the fifteenth a feast of 
Sabbath?'. Do you ask for any more evidence that these 
aro the Jewish Sabbaths, and that God's Sabbath is separ- 
ate from them? Read then what God directed Moses to 
write in the third verse : "Six days shall work be done, 
but the seventh day is the Sabbath of rest, an holy convoca- 
tion, ye shall do no work therein, it is the Sabbath of the 
LOUD in your dwellings." Now Moses lias here declar- 
ed from the mouth of the Lord, that these are ALL the 
fuast of the Lord, (there is uo more nor less) and every- 
thing is to l>' upon his day. and he has clearly and de- 
finitely sep i his Sabbath from the other four. But 
)*t us "look hi die text again. Coll. ii ; 14—16. See 17 r . 
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"which are iv shadow of thing* to come." What did tha 
apostle suy were shadotrs T Why, meat, drink, holy day, 
now moon, sabbath days. IGUi v. Hcb. u: JO. What 
does he mean by shadow? See Hcb. x : 1,2. Just what 
I have stated on page 14. Now here we have ono clear, 
positive point. If the seventh day Sabbath is included in 
the 17th verse, then it must be n shadow ; if it i* not a 
sfiadow, then Paul has no reference to it, und it standi for* 
ever! Moses fays the ten commandments were written 
by the finger of God on tables ofstone; whatever God ha* 
done with his own hand is stamped with immortality, and 
is as enduring as (lie r un, moon and stars. IVI viii: 3. 
Butil the-llh commandment, the Sabbath of the Lord is a 
shadow then all the other nine commandments must be. 
Let us look at what are called by our Lord the least com- 
mandments, the 6th and 7th. " Thou shalt not kill." — 
" Thou shall not commit adultry." Math, v: 19, til, 27. 
Are these shadoics? Is there on individual with common 
e-ense in the world that dare ri:-k his" reputation in such 
kind of logic? Then it is as clear as a sun beam that all 
the others are tangible substances, and will continue in full 
force while immortality endures ; especially the 4lh coin* 
niandmeut, the Sabbath. See Isa. CG: 23, lleb. iv: 9 
Kev. 22: 14. And in the 2~th and 29th chapters of 
Numbers the sacrifices and offerings for each of tbe.se day* 
ore made so plain, beginning with the Sabbath, Uih v. that 
we have only to read the following to understand. 2o. 
xxix : 1. Fir>t day. seventh month, (new moon; ) 7th v., 
]0th day Sabbath ; * 12'h v., 15th day Sabbath, and U5th v., 
113d day Sabbath. 1 will endeavor to present it in u clearer 
point of view :

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" And Mose? told the children of Israel according to ail 
that tho Lord commanded Moses." Here is the 8th day 
Sabbath, which makes 5 Jewish Sabbaths, every oue of 
them differing from the other and the Lord's Sabbath, no 
more connected with them than in tho xxiii of Levit jurt 
named. Here then is nn unanswerable argument for a 
separation of the Jewish from tho Lord's Sabbath, and 
shows conclusively what Paul calls" shadows "'in ii Col : 17 ' 
and 1 rosea "her Sabbaths." And in the days of Nehemiah! 
when Lzra had r^.d the law to the people, viii (more than 
one thousand years afler they were promulgated,) they 
bound themselves under an oath " to walk in God's law 
which was given hythc hand of Moses, the servant of God." 
" And to observe and do all the commandments of the Lord, 
our Lord." j: And that there might be no misun- 
demanding about the kind of Sabbaths, they Fay, " If die 
peopl* bring ware or any victuals on the Sabbath day to 
sen, that we would not buy it of them on the Sabbath oron . 
the holy clay," (31 v.) but they would "charge themselves 
yearly with a third part of a clicked (to pav for) " the burnt 
Y tTU !%* of lhe Sahhaths,oU\\Q neic mo unseat sit/catts," 
Ax. (J.i v.) for the house of God, including what lias nl- 
ready been c t , t forth in Leviticus and Numbers. Now as 
their feast days commenced and ended with a Sabbath, *a 
when their feasts ceased to be binding on them these Sah- 
Iriths must also, and all were " nailed to the cross." Now 
lnsk if there is oue particle of proof that the Sabbath oi 
the Lord is included in these sabbaihs and least days ?— 
\\ ho then dare jom them together or contradict the Most 
High God and rail HIS the Jucish Sabbath? 'Hairs was- 
nailed to the cross when Jesus died, while the Lord's is an 
everlasting sign a perpetual covenant. The Jews, as a na- 
tion, broke their covenant. Jesus and his ditciplcs were 
one week (the last of the seventy) that iaecven years, con- 
fuming the new covenant for another people, the Gentiles. 
Wow I ask if this changing the subjects from Jew to Gen- 
ii e made void the commandments and law of God, or in 
other words, abolished the fourth commandment ? If 8 n, 
the other nine are not binding. It cannot be that God ev-' , 
cr intended to mislead hi* subject*. Let \u illustrate Hits. 
Mippose that the Congress of these United Sattes in their 
present cmer; ;-;ncy, should promulgate two separate codes 
oi lawn, one to be perpetual, and the other temporary, to be 
anohshed wlien peace was proclaimed between this coun- 
try and Mexico. The time comes, the temporary laws are 
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abolished : but strange to hear, a large portion of tlic people 
are now insisting upon it that because peace is proclaimed 
that both these codes of laws are forever ubolishcd ; while 
another class arc strenuously insisting lliat it is only the 
fourth law in the perpetual code that's now abolished, with 
the temporary and all the rest is still binding. Opposed to 
all these is a third class, headed by the ministers and scribes 
ol the nation, who are writing and preaching from Maine 
to Florida, insisting upon it without fear of contradiction, 
that when peace was proclaimed this fourth law in the per- 
pcturd code was to change i's date to another day, gradu- 
al y, (while some of them say immediately) and thencefor- 
ward become perpetual, and the oilier code abolished; and 
yet not one of these U able to show from the proceedings 
of Congress that the least alteration had ever been made in 
the perpetual code. Thus, to me, the case stands clear 
that neither of the laws or ten commandments in tbc firbt 
code, ever has or ever can be nnnullcd or changed while 
mortality is stamped on man, for the very reason that Cod's 
moral la'w has no limitation. Jesus then brought in a new 
covenant, which continued the Sabbath by writing his law 
upon their hearts. Paid says, " written not with ink, but 
with the spirit of the living God; not in table* of etoue, but 
in fleshy tables of the heart." 2 Cor. iii : 3. And when 
writing to the Romans he shows how the Gentiles are & 
law unto themselves. He says, they "shew the work of 
the l.iw written in their heart*, their consciences always 
bearing them witness, and their thoughts the inenn while 
a'-cnaing or else excusing one another," (when wlil this be 
l\uil) " in the dav when God shalljudgc the secrets of men 
by Jesus Christ according to my gospel." ii: 13, 16. How 
plain that this is all the change. The Jews by nature had 
the law given them on tables of stone, while the Gentiles 
h id the law of commandments written on their hearts. 
Paul tells the Ephesians that it was " the law of command- 
ments contained in oniiuances," (ii: 15) not on tables that 
were nailed to the cross. If the ten commandments, first 
written bv the finger of God on stone, and then at the sec- 
ond covenant on fleshy tables of the heart, are shadows, 
can any one tell where wc shall find the substance ? We 
are answered, in Christ. Well, hear Isaiah. He says, 
** that he (Christ) will magnify the law and i: al;o it honor- 
nble." xlii: 21. Again, I ask, where was die necessity 
and of what use were the ten commandments written on 
out hearts, if it was not to reuder perfect obedience to 
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them. If we do not keep the day God has sanctified, then * 
we break not the least, but one of the greatest of his com- 
mandments. Before wc leave this part of our subject 
let us examine 2 Cor. iii : 7, 9, 13, 15. I have been told 
that these verses clearly prove the abolition of the 10 
commandments. It is udmittcd by all our opponents, that 
the change which they eo much insist upon, respecting the 
commandment**, took place at the crtic fuion of our Lord. 
It is clear from ii Col: 14 that the hand-writing of ordinan- 
ces (the law of .Moses) was then taken out of our way, end 
all that was contrary to us, but the 10 commandments were 
never contrary to us, especially the 4th, the Sabbath, for 
"it was made for man." The 2d or Gospel Covenant 
Paul tells the Ilebs. is written upon our hearts, viii l 10. 
This is the frame ten commandments; then instead of being 
token away or abolished thev are still nearer,, to us. See 
also 3dv of 2d Cor: iii. If Paul was laboring here to show 
the abolition of the ten commandments in A. D. 60, (look 
at the top of your bible for the date) pray tell me if you 
can what he meant by writing to the Romans the very same * 
year and telling them that " tiie law iras holy, and the com- 
mandments Lo!y, just and good." That he ineaut no other 
than the Laic and Commandments in the decalogue, see 
xiii : 8, 9. About four years after this he U exhorting the 
Ephcsians to the keeping the 5th commandment. He says 
it is the " first commandment with promise." vf : 2. The 
*amc year that he writes the Romans he dates his 1st Ephs- 
tle to the Cor. in ch. vii: 19, and says circumcision is 
nothing and unoircumcieion is nothing, (what is, Paul?) 
hut the keeping the commandments of God. Now all this 
was certainly more than twenty-five years after the crucifix- 
ion. Is not the proof then positive and forever established 
that Paul's preaching is right to the point in establishing 
the commandments of God instead of abolishing them ? If 
I have not made, (t plain here, I would just say once more, 
that the Apostle's argument where he refer.* to' the abolition* 
of the law in Rom., Cor., Gall., see v : 14, Eph. nnd )Ieb. 
he always means the carnal commandments and Jaws of 
Moses, and not the commandments of God, as he. has 
shown. See Aots xxi j 20, 21. Here is circumcifion* and 
the customs, the 'late of Moses, and not one breath about 
the Sabbath. Rut if y on will trace back to the xviii: 4 11 
you will sec that instead of abolishing THE Sabbath, Ku'l 
nadjust come from Corinth, where he had been preaching 
A>r 7b Sabbaths iu succession O Lord help tliy pcoplj

to sec these truth* nnJ keen thy law! Still, there are 
many other texts relating to the law, presented by the op- 
posite view, to show that the law respecting the .Sabbath is 
Abolished. ^ Let us look at some of them, lint it will be 
necessary in the first place, to make a clear distinction be- 
tween what is commonly called the 

MOKAL AND CEREMONIAL LAW. 

Bro. S. S. Snow, in writing on this subject about one 
ye.ir ago, in the Jubilee Standard, asks 44 by what authority 
this distinction is made." Jle says, neither our Lord or 
his npostles made any such distinction. W hen speaking 
of the law they never used the terms moral or ceremoiiiaf, 
but always spake of it as a uLU-, calling it the law," and 
furdior says, " we must have a ' thus saith the Lord' to satis- 
fy us." So I say. I have no doubt but thousands have 
stopped here; indeed, it has been to me the most difficult 
point to settle in this whole question. Now let us coinc to 
it fairly, and wo shall see that the old nnd new testament 
writers have ever kept up the distinction, although it may 
in some parts seem. to be one code of laws. 

From the twentieth chapter of Lxodus, w here the law of 
the Sabbath wns re-enacted, and onward, we find two dia 
tinct codes of laws. The first was written on two tables 
of fctone with the finger of God; the second was taken 
down from his mouth and recorded by the hand of Mose* 
in a book. Paul calls the latter carnal commandment* 
and ordinances, (rites or cjn monies) which come under 
two heads, religious and political, and are Moses's. The 
first code is God's. Tor proof sec Exo. xvi : 23, 30. 
" How long refuse ye to keep my commandments and unj 
laws: see lor that the Lord hath given you the Sabbath; 
and so the people rested on the Sabbath day." Also in the 
hook of Leviticus, where the law of ceremonies is given 
to the levites or priests, Moses closes with these words: 
''These are the commandments which the Lord command- 
ed Moses for the children ofL-raclin Mount Sinai; in 
Heb. vii : ]G, ]K f called carnal commandments. 

Aaain, " the Lord said unto Moses, come up to ine into 
the Mount, and be there ; and I will give thee tables of 
stone, and a law, and commandments which I have w rit- 
ten." L.\o. xxiv : J2. Further he calls them the ten coim 
maudments— xxxiv : 28. And Moses puis them " into the 
ark " — xl : '20. AW fur ihc second code of late*. See Dent, 
xxil : 9, 10; und xxiv ; 20. " And when Moses had fin- 
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ished writing the law, he commanded them to pul Uiis book 
of the law (of ceremonies) in the side of the ark of the 
covenant to be mad at the cud of every seven years."-— 
This is not the 8(>ng of deliverance by Moses in the forty- 
four verses of ihe thirty-fecund chapter. For, eight hun- 
dred and sixty-seven years after this, in Ihe reign of Jonah, 
king of Israel, the high priest found this book in "the tem- 
ple," ('J Chron. xxxiv: 14, 15) which moved all Israel. 
One hundred and seventy-nine years further onward, Ez- 
ra was from morning till noon reading out of thin book. 
Neli. viii : tt; Ilcb. ix: 19. Paul's comments. 

Uro. Snow t?ayn in regard to the commandments, "The 
principles of moral conduct embraced in the law, were 
binding before the law was given, (meaning that one of 
course at .Mount Sin.ii) and are binding note; it is immu- 
table and eternal ! They arc comprehended in one word, 
LOVE." If he meant, ns we believe he did, to compre- 
hend what Jesus did in the xix. and xxii. chap. Matt 37— 
•10, and Paul, and James, and John after him, then we ask 
how it is possible for Inm to reject from that code of laws, 
the only one, the srrcnlk day rest, that was promulgated at 
the bcgiuniiitrt while at ihe .same time the other nine, that 
were not written until about three thousand years after- 
wards, were eternally binding; without doubt, the whole 

ten commandments are coeval and coextensive with sin. 

Again he *ayg, " We readily admit, that if what is called 
the decalogue or ten commandments be binding on ns, tee 
ou%l,t to observe the seventh day, for that was appointed by 
the Lord as the Sabbath day." Let us see if Jesus and his 
apostles do not make it binding. Fir* then, the distinc- 
tion of the ttco ccnlcs by Jesus. 

The Phati.-ces a*k the Saviour why his disciples trans- 
press the tradition of the elders? His answer is, "Why 
do ye traitress the commandment of God ?" and he im- 
mediately cites them to the huh commandment, Matt, xv : 
4. Again, •' the law and the prophets were until John- 
jince that lime the kingdom of God is preached," 
Luke xvi : 1(J. Jesus was tbree years after this introduc- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom, unwaveringly holding his 
meetings on the Sabbath days, (which onr opponents say 
were now about to be abolished; others say changed,) and 
never tittering a syllable to show to the contrary" but this 
was and always would'bo the holy day for worship, if ark 
says when the Sabbath (the Seventh Jay, for there was no 

OljiCr. ) Waa COtH#» hf )>r>ann in t...l, I- a 
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2. Luke pays, " as his custohi was, he went into the Syn- 
agogue and taught on the Sabbath day." iv : 16,31. Will 
it be said of him as it is of Paul on like occasion*, some thir- 
ty years afterwards that he uniformly held his meetings on 
the Sabbath because he had no -where else to preach, or 
that this day was the only one in the week in which the 
people would come out to hear him 1 Every bible reader 
knows better; witness die five thousand and the seven 
thousand, and the multitude that thronged him in the 
streets, in the cities and towns where they listened to him ; 
besides, he was now establishing a new dispensation, while 
theirs was passing away. Then he did not follow any of 
heir customs or ritea or ceremonies which he had come to 
abolish. 

I have already quoted Matt. 5: 17 18, where Jesus said 
he had come to fulfil the law, and immediately begins by 
showing them that they are nut to violate one of the least 
of the 'commandments, and cites them to gome — see v: li), 
21,27,33. Again, he is -tauntingly ashed * which is the 
great commandment in the law : Jesus said unto him, Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with nil 
thy soul, and with all thy mind. This is the fird and great 
commandment. And the second is like unto it, Thou shall 
love thy neighbor as thyself. • On these two command- 
ments hang ull the law and the prophets." xxii : 3i>, 40. 
Hero Jesus has divided the ten commandments into two 
parts, or as it is written on two tables of stone. The first 
four on the first table treat of those duties which we owe 
to God— the oilier six refer to those which we owe to man, 
requiring perfect obedience. 

Once more, " One came and said unto him, good master 
what good thing shall 1 do that I .may have eternal life ? 
lie said, If thou wilt enter into life keep the command- 
ments. Then be asked him which. He cited him to tho 
last part of what he called the second, loving his neighbor 
as himself." If he had cited him to the first table, as m the 
xxii, quoted above, he could not have replied "all these 
have I kept Irom iny youth up." "Why? Because he 
would have already been perfect, for Jesus in reply to his 
question, what he should do to inherit eternal life, said he 
must 44 keep the commandments. " Matt, xixi 1G — 20.— 
Is not the Sabbath included in these commandments?— 
Surely it is ! Then how absurd to believe that Jesus, just 
at the close of his ministry, should touch that the way, the 
only way, to enter into life, was to keep tho corainand- 
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menH, one of which was to be abolished in a few mouths 
from that time, without the least ntiuiation from him or his 
rather that it was to take place. I say again, if the Sab- 
bath is abolished, we ask those who teach it to cite us to 
the chapter and verse, not to the law of rites and ceremo- 
nies which are abolished, for we have already shown that 
the Sabbath was instituted more than twenty-five hundred 
years before Moses wrote the carnal ordinances or cere- 
monies, (j'od wid, Abraham kept my charge, my com- 
mandments, viif statutes, and my laws." Gen. rxvi: 5. 
This must include the Sabbath, for the Sabbath was die 
first law given, therefore if Abraham did not keep the Sab- 
hath, I cannot understand what commandments, statutes, 
and law.-* mean in this chapter. Jesus says, " As I have 
kept my Father's commandments," John xv, 10. Did he 
keep the commandments? Yes. Mark and Luke,bcfore 
quoted — (but more of this in another place.) 

In John vii: 19, Jesus speaks of" Moses law," "yoitr 
law,"x: 34. Again, "their luxe" xv: 25. Here then 
we fchow that Jesus kept up a clear distinction between 
-what God calls my law and commandments and Moses law, 
" lhr.tr law," " your law." Let us now look at the argu» 
merit of the Apostles. Paul preaching at A ntioch taught 
the brethren that by Jesus Christ all who believe in him 
" nro juried from" all things from which ye could not be 
justified by the Laic of Moses." Acts xiii : 39. 

The Pharisee raid " that it was needful to circumcise 
ihem and commend them to keep the Late of Moses*' xv : 3. 

Again, when Paul had come to Jerusalem the second 
time, (fourteen years from the time he met die Apostles 
in conference where they established the decrees for the 
churches. See Acts xx : ID; Gal. ii : 1.) the Apostles 
shewed him how many thousands of Jews there were 
which believed and were zealous of the lata ; u And they 
nrc informed of thee, that thou tcachest all the Jews which 
nrc among the Gentiles to forsake Moses and the customs." 
ixi : 20, 21. Any person w ho will carefully read the eight 
chapters here included, must be thoroughly convincedthat 
the Apostle's troubles were about the law of ccremouie* 
written and given by Moses, and nothing to do with* the 
ton commandments. For you see a little before he comei 
to Jerusalem, he had been preaching at Corinth ever/ 
Sabbath for eighteen months, xviii : 4, 11. And this, be 
it remembered, was more than twenty years after the Jew- 
ish Sabbaths and ceremonies ware- nailed to the cress.-" 



And you see lhat Paul was the man above all the Apostles 
to be persecuted on account of the abolition of the Jews' 
law of ceremonies, for he was the "great apostle to the 
Gentiles: and if the 41 Sabbath of the Lord our God" was 
to have been abolished when the Saviour died, Paul was 
the very man selected for that purpose. It is clear, there- 
fore, that he did not abolish the seventh day Sabbath ft- 
inong the Gentiles. This same Aposile tells the Romans 
" that Christ is the end of the law for righteousness to ev- 
ery one that bclieveth." x: 4. Again, that "sin thall 
not have dominion over you, for ye are not under the laic 
Lut under grace." vi : 11. Once more: lie Kays the 
Gentiles having not the laic, aro a law unto themselves. — 
Why? Because, he says in the next verse, it .-hews the 
law written on their hearts. The law of ceremonies ? No 
that which was on tables of Ftone. ii : M — We mi"ht 
•piotc much mere which looks like embracing the whole 
law. Let us now look at a few texts in the same letter, 
which will draw a distinguishing line between the two 
codes of law s. Paul, in the vii th. i) — J3v, brings to view 
the carnal commandment, and the one unto life, and sum* 
up his argument in these w ords : Wherefore the laic is 
lioly, and the commandment holy and just and good." In 
the 7v he quotes from the decalogue. Again, he that lov- 
eth another hath fulfilled the late. How? Wliy thou 
tthalt not steal, nor commit adulu ry. nor bear f;.l.-;c witnes?, 
nor covet, thou shalt love thy neighbor as thvsoif. There- 
fore luce is tho fulfilling of the law. Kom. xiii : 8, 10.-— 
This then is what tho Saviour taught the young man to do- 
to secure u eternal life." Matt. "Once more, in conclud- 
ing a long argument on the law in Uom. in: 31. he closes 
with this language: "Do we then make void the law- 
through faith ? God forbid ye, xct establish the laic." — 
What law is here established ? Not the law of rites and cer- 
juonies. What then, for Paid means some law. It can 
bo no other than what he calls the law of "life," of "love," 
the ten commandment. How could even that be crtab. 
lished twenty-nine years after the crucifixion if one of the 
jLTcatctt commandment* had beeu abolished out of the code, 
iha^ is the Sabbath. 

Paul's letter to the Corinthians teaches that circumcis- 
ion is nothing, and uncircumeision is nothing, but Hie keep, 
tng of the commandments of God." vii: PJ, Again, m 
Ins epistle to tire Galatians, his phraseology is somewhat 
/.•handed, but tho argument is to th« same point, although 
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*ome parages read as thoti-1, every vestage of /,,u> vra* 
swept by the board when Jesua hung upon the cross. For 
• iMHtaiicc, euch as the following : " U.U that no man ism* 
lined by the late in the sight of God it is evident, for the 
jiisl shall live by faith, and the law is not of faith, but the 
man that doeth ihem shall live by them." " Christ hath 
redeemed us troin the curoe of the hw, bein«r made a curse 
or us. <• Jhit before faith came we were kept nnder the 
laic, shut up unto the faith which should aAenvards be re- 
vealed. \\ hercfore the law was our schoolmaster to 
bring us unto Christ that wc might be justified by faitb. 
but a/ter that laith has come we are no longer under a 
••dioolmaster." (Jul in : J i_o 3( Again :» For 

as manv a* are of the works of the law are under the curse." 
10v. iSow are we to understand from these texts that 
whosoever continueth in the hw is curbed, and that the 
Jaw the tetitttc laic, was abolished when Christ came a* our 
ecuotj master, he being the "end of the law ?" Horn, x : 4 
11 so, how is it po^ible for any man, even Paul himself, 
o be- saved. But we do not believe that Paul taught these 
brethren any rhtierent doctrine than what has already been 
r7 n n"-!

To the 
Collnssians he asks, « Why as though living in the world, 
are ye suhject to ordinances which all are to perish with 
their using? And says : "Touch not, taste not, handle 
not." (Does Paul here teach us to forsake the ordinan- 
ces of God, ins-muted by the Saviour— Bantam and the 
Lord's Supper Yes, just as clearly as he does to forsake 
the whole law.) 

When writing to the Hebrews more than thirty years af- 
ter the crucifixion, he calls these ordinances carnal, im- 
posed on thein (the Jews) until Christ our High Priest 
should come, ix : 10,11. Ho also calls the law of com- 
mandments carnal too, and says :•' For there is verily a 
disannulling of the commandments going before, for the 
law made nothing perfect, but the bringing in of a belter 
hope did." vii: 1G, 18— ID. *' For when Moses had 
spoken every precept to all the people according to the law 
he took the blood of calves and of goats, with water, und 
scarlet wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled both the hook and 
nil the people." ix : ID. Now we fee clearly that the 
hook of the law of .Moses, from which Paul has been quo- 
ting through the whole be fore mentioned epistles, is as dU- 
linctly separate from the tables of stone (or tle^lily table of 
the heart,) as they were when deposited. in the Ark thirty- 
three hundred years ago. Then-Hire we think that here 
is clear proof that he has kept up the distinction between 
the handwriting of ordinances '' (meaning Moses* own 
handwriting in his book.) and the " leu comuidndmenU 
writeu by the finger of God.'* 

Let us now turn to the Epistle of James, paid to be 
written more than twenty-live years after the law of cere- 
monies was nailed to the cross, and tee if he does not 
teach us distinctly, that we are bound to keep the com- 
Miandmcnts given on tables of stone. He says, " the man 
tha shall be a dokii of the perfect laic of liberty shall be 
blessed in his deed ." i ; 25. " If ye fulfill tho royal laic 
according to the scripture, thou thult love thy neighbor an 
thyself, ye do well." Why ? Because the Saviour in 
quoting from the commandments, in answer to tho Ruler, 
what he should do to inherit eternal life, taught the name 
doctrine. Matt, xix : ID. Further: " For whosbevei 
ihall keep the whole tato and yet olFend in one point, filial 
be guilty of all." In the next verse he quotes from the 
ten commandments again, namely, Adultery and Murdei 
(what the Saviour in the fifth chapter of Matt, calli Ui( 
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least, that is ihe smallest commandment,) and says If we 
commit thern we become Iransgre.^ors of the late. Of 
what Unci Next verse says the laie of liberty by which we 
are to be "judged." ii : 8, 11. 

Now will it not be admitted by every reasonable person 
that James ha* included the whole of the ten command- 
ments, by calling them the perfect law of liberty. 2d, 

The royal laic according to the scripture," and 3d, ''the 
law of liberty by which we are to be judged." ( Royal ro- f 
lates to imperial and kingly.) Perfect means COM- > 
I'LETK, entire, the WHOM'.. Then I understand Jame* j 
tints: This law emenated from the king, the Supreme 
Ruler of the universe, and to be perfect must be just what ! 
it wan when it came from his hand, and that no cltangt \ 
had, or could taki: place, (and remember now, this is more > 
than twenty-five years since the ceremonies with the Jew- j 
i>h Sabbaths were naihid to the cross,) far the very best of 1 
reasons, until the Judgment, because he shows we arc 'to ' 
be judged by that law. Then I a^k by what parity of 
reasoning any one can make the law of the ten command*.! 
nients perfect, while they at the same time assert that the ' 
fourth one is abolished 1 and that on no better evidence ' 
than calling it the Jewish Sabbath, Now let.ua look at i 
the Apostle John's testimony. 

"And' hereby we do know that we know him if we • 
keep UU commandment'. He that saith I know him and 
kcepeth not his commandments is a LIAR, and the truth 
i* not in him." Now no man, more e«pccinlly one who 

()rofesses to abide by the whole truth, feels entirely easy if 
le is called a liar. Now John please explain yourself.— 
Hear him: " Brethren, I write no new commandment 
unto you, hut an old commandment that yo had from the 
beginning. The old commandment is the xcord which ye 
have heard from the beginning. " What do you mean by 
beginning 1 Turn to my gospel 1st ch. "In the bcgiti' 
uing wua the word," — " the name was in the beginning with 
Cod." 1, ii. See Gen. i uh : "In the beginning God ere- ,< 
ntcd the heavens and the earth." Then you are pointing 
us to the seventh day of creation, in which God instituted 
the seventh day Subbath of rest, for the old commandment 
in the beginning, ii : 3. Certainly there is no other place 
to point to. Does not Jesus point to the same place for 
the beginning when marriage was first instituted. Matt, xixt ' 
4. In my second letter to the church, I have taught the 1 
tamo doctrince ; viz, " Tui*h> iho commandment that as ye > 
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have heard from the beginning xjc should teolk in it." (prac- 
tice it.) ii : 5, ti. " A vac commandment I write unto 
you." ii : 8 v. This is the one that Jesus gave us on that 
memorable night in which lie was betrayed, nftor he had 
instituted the sacrament and washed our feet. He said 
"Ity this shall ull men know that ye are my disciples if ye 
have love one to another." xiii : 35. The fir*t then 
tenches us, Love to God; 2d, to Love our neighbor nsour- 
self: ''on these two commandments (says JcsusJ hang ull 
the law and the prophets." Then we understand this is 
the essence of the ten commandment, and ifwc do not 
keep the Sabbath we do not love God. Jesus says, If 
ye love me keep my commandments." We arc re- 
repeatedly told that the Sabbath wan changed or forever a- 
bolishcd, at the crucifixion of our Lord, and it is stated by 
the most competent authorities that John wrote this epis- 
tle about sixty years attui wards, and that about six yearn 
nfter this our blessed Lord revealed to him the state of the 
Church down to the judgment of the great day. In the 
xivch. Itcv. C — 11, he saw three angels following each 
other in succession : iirst one preaching the everlasting 
gospel (second advent doctrine); 3d, announcing the fall 
of Babylon ; 3d, calling God's people out of her by show- 
ing the awful destruction that awaited ull such as did not 
obey. He sees the separation und cries out, " Here is the 
patience of the Saints.h ere are they that keep the com- 
mandments of God and the faith of Jesus." And this 
this picture was so deeply impressed upon Inn mind, that 
when the Savior said to him " Behold I come quickly and 
lay reward is with me," he seemed to understand this, say. 
ing — " Blessed are they that do his commandments, that 
they may have right to the tree of life, and may enter in 
through the gates into the city." Now it seems to me that 
the seventh day Sabbath is more clearly included in these 
commandments, than thou shall not ttcal, nor kill, nor 
commit adultery, for it is the only one that was written at 
the creation or in the beginning. He allows no stopping 
place this fide of the gates of the city. Then, if we do not 
keep that day, John has made out his case, that we are ull 
liars. We nay in every other case the typo must be con- 
tinued until it is superseded by the antetype: as in the case 
of the passover, until our Lord was crucified. So then, m 
Paul tells us, "there remaincth a keeping of the Sabbath 
to the people of God," and that we believe will he in the 
Milloiiinm. the seven thousandth year, so that the seventh 
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day Sabbath and 110 other will answer for the type and 
those who keep the first or the eighth day Sabbath cannot 
consistently look for the antetype of rest or the great Sab- 
bath, short of one thousand years in future. 

Again : Isaiah says : « To the hw and to the testimo- 
ny it they sneak not according to his word it is because 
there in no light in them." viii: 20. Now if the Gentile, 
are under no law, as is asserted, pray tell me what right, 
the (.entiles, have we to appeal to the law and testimony.©* 
to tins text. J 

In the xxiv. of .Matt, our Saviour Bays to his disciples in 
answer to their questions, when shall these things be 1 and 
what *hall be the sign of thy coming and the end of the 
world / « Wh cn ye therefore shall see die abomination of 
desolation spoken of by Daniel the prophet, stand in the 
holy place," A.c. ]5v. " Pray ye that your flight be not in 
the winter, neither on the Sabbath day." 20v. The first 
question is, at what age of the world is this, where our Lord 
recognizes the Sabbath. 1st. It is agreed on all hands that 
this tune to which he here refers, never transpired until the 
destruction of Jerusalem in A. D. 70, about 40 years af- 
ter h.s crucihxiori yd. Some others say down to the sec- 
ond Advent ! I he first mentioned is safe ground and suf. 
Iieient for our purpose ; nor need wc stop to inquire why' 
our Lord gave the*e directions, il is forever settled that he 
directed .the minds of his followers to THE. not aSabbath 
Keep it in reiuembnmce, that he told the Pharisees that he 
was Lor. I not of a, but of THE Sabbath, meaning that 
one whu-h of course had already been established. The 2d. 
question is, d»d our Lord ever trifle with or mislead hut 
disciples ? I l, e response is No .< Then it is clear that if 
ho taught them to pray at all, it must be in faith, and he of 
course would hear them and mediate with the Father to 
change the day of their flight. I ask w hat kind of a praver 
and with what kind of faith would his disciples have a^ed 
to have this day changed, if, as we are told, it was abolished 
some forty years before, and they had, contrary to the will 
of Cod, persisted in keeping up the seventh day Sabbath. 
Anyone who has confidence in God's word, knows 'dial 
such a prayer never would be answered. What if you do 
say the Jijws always kept that Sabbath, and it was the same 
«!vuith day Sabbath that they kept when he was teachiu* 
them in their synagogues? I «ay t o tool and dial fact 
will b c presented by and by, in iu place. This does not 
touch die pomt. Jesus was here giving instructions to his 



followers, both Jew and Gentile, respecting the Sabbnth 
which they wouhl have to do with. It is immaterial what 
kind of sophistry is presented to overthrow the point noth- 
ing can touch it Fhnrt of proving it n mistranslation. Jesus 
did here recognize the perpetuity of the scrtnthday Sabbath. 
And John will continue to make all men liars that say they 
know him, and refuse the light presented and disregard this 
commandment. If God instituted the Sabbath in Paradise 
and has not abolished it here, then it must be perpetual If 
J aiil s argument in iii. Kom. that the law is established 
through laith, h correct, then it is papetual. If James* rov- 
*l perfect law of liberty, which we are to be doers of, old 
judged by, means the commandments, then is the Sabbath 
perpetual. If the Apostle John has made out a clear cane 
by citing us back to the Lrghnm:* f creation, and by walk- 
nig lu and doing these commandments, we shall have right 
to the tree of life and enter in by the /rates into the city; 
then it must be perpetual. If the earthly Sabbath is typical 
ol the heavenly, then mud it be perpetual. If not one jot 
or one tittle can ever pass from the law, then must it be 
perpetual . If the Saviour, in answer to the younff man 
who asked him what he should do to inherit eternal life 
gave a safe direction for Gentiles to follow, viz : " If thou 
wilt enter into life keep the commandment*" (and thew 
included those commandments which his Father hud aiven.) 
then without contradiction the Sabbath is p ( rpctual, and 
all the arguments which ever ean be presented ogainst the 
fourth commandment being observed before God wrote it 
on tables of stone to prove that it is not binding on Gen- 
tiles, tall powerless before this one sentence: If thou trilt 
enter into life., hap the Commandments. I fay the proof is 
positive that the Sabbath was a constituent part of the com- 
niandments, and Jesus say* the Sabbath was made for man 
1 tie .Jews were only a fragment of creation. 

" The principle is fiettled in all governments that there 
are but two ways in which any law can cease to be bind- 
ing upon the people. It may expire by its own limitations, 
or it may be repealed by the same authority which enacted 
»; and in the latter case the repealing act must be as ex- 
phcit as that by which the obligation was originally iin* 
posed .Now we have it in proof that the Sabbath was in- 
"tituted in Paradise, the/™/ of all laws without any limits 
Hon, and no enactment by God to abolish it, unless what 
we have already referred to can be considered proof. One 
more passage which I have not alluded to, will show that 
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it was not abolished at the crucifix ion, for his diaciples kept 
the Sabbath while he wus renting in his tomb. See Luke 
ixiii : 55, 5G. Let us now pass to another part of the sub- 
ject. The third question : 

WAS THE SEVENTH DAY SABBATH EVER CHA>GKD t IF 80 
WHEN, AND FOIl WHAT REASON f 

Here we cone to a question -which has more or less en- 
gaged the attention of the whole christian world, and the 
greater portion of those who believe in a crucified Saviour 
say that this change took place, and id dated from his res- 
urrection. Soino say subsequently, while a minority insist 
upon it that there is no proof for tfie change. Now to ob- 
tain the truth and nothing but the truth on this important, 
subject, I propose to present, or quote from standard au- 
thors on both side^ of the question, and try the whole by 
the standard of divine truth. Jst. Buck's Theological Dic- 
tionary, to which no doubt thousands of ministers and lay- 
men appeal to sustain their argument for the change, says: 
" Under the christian dispensation the Sabbath is altered 
from the seventh to the first day of the week." The argu- 
ments for the change are these : 1st. " The seventh day wai 
observed by the Jewi.-h church in memory of the rest of 
Gotl; no the first day of the week has always been observ- 
ed by the christian church in memory of Christ's resurrec- 
tion, iid. Christ made repeated visits to his disciples on 
that day. HJ. It \f called the Lord's day. Rev. i ; 10.— 
4th. On this day the Apostles were assembled, when the 
Holy Ghost came down upon them to qualify them for the 
conversion of the world. 5th. On this day we find Paul 
at Troas when the disciples came together to break bread. 
Gth. The direc tions the Apostles gave to Christians plainly' 
alludes to their assembling on that day. 7th. Pliny bears 
witness of the first day of the week being kept as a* festival 
in honor of the resurrection of Christ." 

" Numerous have been the days appointed by man for 
religious services, but these are not binding because of hu- 
man institution. Not so the Sabbath. It is of divine insti- 
tution, so it is to be kept holy unto the Lord." 

Doct. Dodridgc, whose ability and piety have seldom or 
rarely been disputed, comments on some of the above arti- 
cles thus : (Commentary p. GOG.) "Upon the first day of 
the week let every one of you lay by him in 6toro as God. 
hath prospered him, that there be no galheringn when I 
come." I Cor. xvi: 2. " Show that it was to be put into a 



commoii stock. The argument drawn from hence for 
the religious observance of the first day of the week in 
these primitive churches of Corinth and Galacia is too obvi- 
ous to need any further illustration, and yet too important 
to be parsed by in entire silence." Again, p. 004, " I wad 
in the spirit on the Lord's day,*' Sic. Rev. i: 10. "Itis.xo 
very unnatural and contrary lo the use of the word in all 
other authors to interpret this of the Jewi>h Sabbath, as 
Mr. Baxter justly argues at large, that I canuot hut conclude 
with him and the generality of Christian writers on this 
subject, that this text strongly infers the extraordinary regard 
paiil to the first day of the week in the Apostle's time as a 
day solemnly consecrated to Christ in the memory of hisresur- 
rectiou from tho dead." There is much more, but these 
are his strong arguments. I shall quote some more from 
the Commentaries by and by. 1 wish to place by the hide 
of tiie^e argument* one from the British (iuarterly Theolo- 
gical Review and Lcelesiastical Recorder, of Jan. lrliO, 
which I extract from ' the Jnstittttion of the Sal<!>atli day,' by 
Win. Logan Fi.sher, of Philadelphia, a hook in which'there 
U much valuable information on this subject, though I dis- 
agree with the writer, because his whole labor is to abolish 
Hit'. Sabbath; yet he givps much light on thin subject, from 
which 1 lake the liberty to make some quotations. v But to - 
the Quarterly Review of 1830: 

t: It ia eaid that the otservaucc of the peveuth day Snbhnth i« 
transferred in the < hri-tuui ( lmrcli to the lir^t dav of tLc week. 
^Vu ask Ly what authuiity, and are vei y much Mistaken if an ex- 
amination of all the text* of the New Ttvlimient. in which the /ir*t 
day of the week or Lord's day is mentioned. doe» not prove that 
there is no divine or Apc:t»Lc precept enjoining ns observance, 
nor any certain evidence from scripture tlutt it w;.s, in fact, rn 
oK-i rved in the times of the A|;o.-tJe«. Accordingly w e search the 
feriptuics in vuin, either fur un Apostolic precept, 'upnointintf the 
first day oft lie week tohcol.sencd in the place ot thc.Jeu Hi .^ab- 
lath.orfor any uncijuhocal proof that lhe"lm,t chiiMians to ob- 
served it— there ure onlv tliree or, at mm M four passages of scrip- 
ture, in which the lir.-t day of the week is mentioned. The next 
lift.— ape is Act* xx : 7. ' I* pun the hr.-t duy of the wivk when the 
disciples came together to hreak bread, l'uul preached unto them. 1 
All tiiat St. Luke here tells ut plainly is. tlat on a particular oc- 
casion tlio christians of Traos met toother on the first day of the 
week to celebrate the Kucharist and to hear 1'aul preach. This if 
the only place in scripture in which the firrt day of the week is in 
imy way connected with any acts of public worship, and he who 
would certainly infer from this scuta uv ixktancl tliat the lirstday 
of every week was conscei;.t<'d by the A pest les, to religious purpo- 
ses, nuist le far gone in tlie urt of drawing in.ivmul conclufiou 
from particular premhes." 

Oii p:.ge 178, Mr. Fisher say*: 
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" I have cxamii.cd several different translations of the scrip- 
ture,*, both from the Hebrew and Septuagint, with notes and an- 
notation* more extensive than the texts j have traced as far as 
my leisure would i>onnit, various ecclesiastical histories, some of 
tlit.ni voluminous und ol ancienj date ; have paid considerable at- 
tention to the writings of the earliest authors in the Christian era, 
and to rare worts, old and of dhftcult accehs, which treat upon 
this subject i 1 have read with care many of the publications of 
sectarians to su.->i.dn the Institution ; I have omitted nothing with- 
in my r<;ach, and I have found not <mc shred of argument, or au- 
thority of any kind, that may not be deemed of partial and sec- 
tarian character, to support the institution of the first day of the 
week, a day of jvculiar holihe.-s. But, in place of argument I 
have fouud opinions without number— volumes filled with idle 
words that have no truth in them. In the want of texts of Scrip- 
ture, I have found i«ervi-i>ions; in the want of truth, false state- 
ment.*. I have seen it stated that Justin Marter in his Apology, 
fjreaks of .Sunday as a holy day ; that Kusebius, bishop of Cesarea, 
who lived in the fourth cvntury, tstabli.-hes the fact of the trans- 
fer of the sm:>Tii to the first day, by Chri.-t himself. These things 
are hvx nice, i'hete autliore say no such tiling. J have seen oth- 
er early authors reierred to as establishing the name point, but 
they are equally falte." 

Here then is the testimony of four authors, two for the 
change ami two against it, from the old and new world. 
No truth seeking, unbiassed mind can hesitate for a mo- 
ment on which *idc to decide, after comparing them \\i\h 
the inspired word. 

^ Doctor Jinks of Boston, author of the Comprehensive 
Cotiuik -ulan;, (purporting to comprehend all other com- 
meutatois on the bible,) after quoting author after author 
on this subject, ventures forth with his unsupported opin- 
ion in these words: '* Here is a Christiau Sabbath observ- 
ed by the disciple* and oicncd by our' Lord. The visit Christ 
made to his disciples was on the find day of the week, tnd 
the first day of the week is the only day of the week or 
month or year ever mentioned by uumbers in all the New 
Testament, and that is several times spoken of as a day rc- 
K»iou*ly observed." Where? Echo answers, where! 

1 1 l .man IIumpuukv, President of Amherst College, from 
whose book I have already made some quotations, after de- 
voting 8omc thirty-four pages to the establishment aud per- 
petuation of the seventh day Sabbath, comes to hU fourth 
question, viz: " Has the day been changed ?" Singular 
as this question may appear by the side of what he hud al- 
ready written to e^abli^i Hiid' perpetuate the seventh day 
Sabbath from the .-eventh day of creation down to the res- 
JiiTection of. the just, hut as every man feels that it is big 
privilege to justify and explain, when precept and practice 
not agree — so is it with President Humphrey, he can 
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now shape the scriptures to suit every one that has follow- 
ed in the wake or Tope Gregory for l'«5 years. He says, 
"The four»b commandment is so expressed as to admit of 
a change in the day,"— thus striking vitally every argu- 
ment he had ho fore presented.. Hear him— he Bays the sev- 
enth day it- the Sabbath ; it was so at that time (in the he- 
ginning) and for many ages after, but it is not siid that it 
always shall be— \l is the Sabbath day which we are to re- 
member; and so at the elose, it was ilie Sabbith which w is 
hallowed and blessed and not the >■< tenth day. The Sab- 
bath then, the holy rest itself, U one thing. The day on 
which we are to rest is another." I ask, in the- name of 
common sense, how wc should know how or when to 
keep the Sabbath, if it/lid not matter which day. If the 
President could not see the Kinctificatiou of the seventh 
day in the decalogue, what did he mean by quoting Gen. 
ii :'a, to often, where it says u God blessed 'tlit seventh day 
and sanctified it." 

Again, he savs, " Redemption is u greater work than 
creation, hence the change." Fifthly, God early conse- 
crated the Christian Sabbath by a most remarkable out- 
pouring of his spirit at the day of l'eutecost. And that Je- 
sus hasTleft us his own example by not saying a syllable af- 
ter his resurrection about keeping the Jticish Sabbath. He 
also quotes the four passages about Jesus and his disciples 
keeping the first day of the week. Here, he says, the in- 
ference to our mind is irra-'ntibk— for keeping the first 
day of the week instead of the sec, nth. And further says, 
it ini "lit be proved by innumerable quotations from the 
writings of the Apostolic Fathers, tfce. All this may be 
verv true in itself, but it all falls to the ground for the want 
of one single precept from the bible. 11 Redemption, be- 
cause it was gieater than Creation, and the remarkable dis- 
play of God's power at the Pentecost, and Christ never 
baying any thing about the Jeiri>h Sabbath after his resur- 
rection are such slronif proofs that the perpetual seventh 
day Sabbath was changed to the first day at that time, and 
must be believed because learned men say so, what fchall 
wo do with the sixth day, on which our blessed Saviour 
expired on the cross; darkness fur three hours had covered 
the earth, and the vail of the Temple was rent from top to 
bottom, and there was such an earthquake throughout vast 
creation that we have only to open our eyes and look at 
the rent rocks for a clear and perfect demonstration that 
tlus whole globe was fchakeu from centre to circumference/ 
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and the graves of the dead were opened. Matt, xxv'n : 50, 
f>3. You may answer me that Popery has honored that 
day by calling ,1 good Friday, and the next first day follow- 
mg Laster Sunday, &c, hut after all nothing short of bi- 
ble argument wdf satisfy the t amest inquirer after truth — 
The President had alreadv fhown that the Jewish Sabbath 
was abolished at Christ's death. What reason then had he 
to believe that the Saviour would speak of it afterwards.-— 
.So also the Pentecost had been a type from the ei\\ne the 
law at Sinai to be kept amiuallv fur about J 500 vcars, con- 
sequently it would be ^olemiiized on every "day of the 
week at each revolving year, as is the case with the 4th of 
July : three year* ago it was on the fourth day and now it 
c omes on the seventh day of the week. Further, see Peter 
sanding amidst the amazed multitude, giving the scripture 
reason lor this miraculous display of God's power. He 
does not give the most distant hint that this was, or was to 
be, the day ol the week for worship, or the true Sabbath, 
neither do any of the Apostles, then, or afterwards, for 
"hen they kept thn day the next year, it must have been 
the second day of the week. We must have better evi- 
dence thai, what has kcu adduced, to believe this was the 
^.aw.atn for according to the type, seven Sabbaths were to 
be conipMe, (and there was no other \say given them to 
come to t!.e right day,) from thu day they kept the first or 
iroui t f ;c i. ^auction. Here then is proof positive that 
.ilic ba^h; , n this year was the day before the Pentecost, 
j-oe Luke xxiii : 5'., GO. If President II. is right, then waa 
there two Sabbaths to be kept in succession in one week 
Where is the precept? No where* Well, says the in- 
quirer 1 want to K -e the bible j,roof for this " Christian 
^v«//u.i.ara/ lij the dhcijdcs, a„d owned by our Lord." 

i . i ' /• 11 wil1 be m;cc ^<0' for us to underhand, 
hr.t how Cud has computed time. In Gen. i. we read, " And 
.odfiud k-t there be lights in the firmament of the heaven, 
to divide the day from the night, and let them be for si*nn 
and lor seasons and for days and years." 14 v- 16 v eava 
" the greater light to rule the day ."-from sunrise to sunset. 
f\ow there are many modes invented for computing time. 
\\ e say our day begins at 12 o'clock at night ; seamen be- 
gin theirs twvlve Jiours sooner, at noon; the Jews com- 
mence their days at 6 o'clock in the evening, between the 
two extremes. Are we all right ? No! Who shall settle 
tli«s question? God! Very well: He called the li«bt day 
"ml the darkness he called night, and the evening and the 
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morning were the first day. Gen i : 5. Then the twenty- 
four hour day commenced at C o'clock in the evening. How 
is that, says one 7 Because you cannot regulate the day and 
night to have what the Saviour calls twelve hours in a day, 
without establishing the time from the centre of the earth, 
the etjuator, where, at the beginning of the sacred year, the 
sun rises and sets atG o'clock. At this time, while the sun 
is at the summer solistiec, the inhabitants at the north nolo 
have no night, while at this same time at the south it is about 
all night, therefore the inhabitants of the earth have no oth- 
er right time to commence their twenty-four hour day, than 
beginning at C o'clock in the evening. God said to Moses 
"from even to cccn, shall your eld, rate your Sabbath." Then 
of course the next day must begin where the Sabbath ended. 
History shows that the Jews obeyed and commenced their 
days ut 6 o'clock in the evening. Now then we will try to 
investigate the main argument by which these authors, and 
thousands of others say tiic Sabbath waschauged. Thefirj-t 
is in John xx : 10, " Then the same day at evening, being 
the first day of the week when the doors were shut w here 
the disciples were assembled for ftar of the Jcics (mark it) 
came Jesus and stood in their midst, and said peace be un- 
to you." Here wo understand this to be the same day of 
the resurrection. On that day be travelled with the two 
disciples to Hiuan.*, sixty furlongs (7£ miles,) and they con- 
strained him to abide with them, for it was towards evening 
and the day tens far spent. Luke xxiv : 29. After ibis the 
disciples travelled 7\ miles h ick to Jerusalem, und toon af- 
ter they found the disciples, the Saviour, as nhovc stated, 
was in their midst. Now it cannot be disputed but w hat 
this ivw the evening alter the resurrection, for Jesus rose 
in the morning, some ten or eleven hours after the first day 
had commenced. Then the evening of the first day was 
passing away, and therefore the evening brought to view in 
the text was the close of the fir.-t day or the commencing of 
the second. McKnight's translation says, " in tin: evening 
of ili at day." I'urver's translation says, " the evening of 
that day on the first after the .Sabbath." Further, wherev- 
er tii*: phraie first day of the w eek, occurs in the New Tes- 
tament, the word day is in italics, showing that it is not the 
original, but supplied hy translators. Again, it is asserted 
thai Jtbtis met with his disciples the next firt-t day. .See 
2o v: " And after eight days again his disciples were with- 
in, and Thomus with them, then caine Jesus, the doors being 
ihut, and blood in the midst, and said pence be unto yoi ." 
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Dr. Adam Clark in referring to litis 2Gv, says : " Itseetnl 
likely that this was precisely on that day se'night on which 
Christ had appeared to them he fore ; and from this we may 
learn that this was the weekly meeting of the Apostles. 
Now It appears to me that a little child, with the simple rules 
of addition and subtraction, could have refuted this man. 
I feel astonished that men who profess to he umbassadon 
for God do not expose such downright perver^ons of scrip-, 
tnrc, hut it may look clear to those who want to have it so. . 
Not many months since, in conversation with the Second 
Advent lecturer in New Bedford, I brought up this subject. 
He told me I did not understand it. See here, says he, I 
can make it plain, counting his fingers thus : Sunday, Mon- 
day, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, Friday, Saturday, 
Sunday — does'nt that make 'eight days after? and because 
1 would not concede, he parted from me as one that was 
obstinate and self-willed. Afterwards musing on the sub- 
ject, I said, this must be the way then to understand if: 
Count Sunday Ticicc. If any of them were to be paid for 
eight days labor, they would detect the error in a moment 
if their employer should attempt to put the first and lust day* 
together, and offer them pay but for seven. Eight days af- 
ter the evening of the firstly would stand thus: The sec- 
ond day of the week would certainly be the firel of the 
eight. Then to count eight day* of twenty-four hours af- 
ter, we must bc'giu at the close of the evening of the first, 
and count to the elose of the evening of the second day; 
to where the Jews (by God's command) commenced their 
third day. But suppose wc calculate it by our mode of 
keeping time. Our Lord appears to his disciples the first 
time at the close of Sunday evening. Now count eight 
daysn/ztr, (with your fingers or anything else,) and it will 
bring you to Monday evening. Now I ask if this look* 
like Sunday, the first day of the weekf 

Father Miller also gives his reasons for die change, in hit 
lecture on the great Sabbath : " One is Christ's resurrec 
tion and his often mectiug with his disciples aftencards on 
that day. This, with the example of the Apostles, is strong 
evidence that the proper creation Sabbath to man, came on 
the firu day of the week." His proof is this: "Adam 
must have rested on the fim day of his life, uud thus you 
will see t'lat to Adum it was I 1 . J first day of the week, for 
it would not be reasonable to- suppose that Adam began to 
reckon time before he was crei.ttd. He eon: July could not 
be tblo to work six days before the fiat I' ! ! ,^ih. And thui 
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with the second Adam; the first day of the week he arose 
and lived. And we find by the biUenml hy hi.-torv, that the 
first day of the week "irtfV eecr aftcrtni rrfs obst-m'tl as a <l<i\j 
oficorsfiip." Now I sav there is no more truth in these as- 
sertions, than there is in those I have already quoted. There 
is not one passage in the bible to .-how that Christ met whh 
his disciples on the first day of the week after the day of his 
resurrection, nor that tin; lirst t'ay ofthe week was eceraf- 
tcricartls observed as a day of worship ; save onlv in one 
instance, and that shall be noticed in its place. And it seeing 
to me if Adam could not reckon time only from his creation 
then hy the same rule no oiiu-r man eoufd reckon time be- 
fore ln> birth, and by this showing ChrM could not reckon 
his time until after hi.s resurrection. It is painful to me to 
expose the errors of one whom 1 have so Ion:: venerated, 
and still love for the flood of light he has giveiMhe world in 
respect to the Second Advenfof our .Saviour; but God's 
word must be vindicated if we have to cut oil' a right arm, 
" there is nothing true but truth !" I prav Cod to°forgive 
him in joining the great intiliiir.de of Advent believers, to 
pound the retreat back beyond the tttrryiwf time, just \\\un 
the virgins had gained a glorious \ ictorv over the World, the 
llesh, and the devil ! (Jo back from this to the Numbering 
quarters now; nothing hut treachery to our Master's canst- 
ever dictated such a course! I never can be made to be- 
lieve that our glorious Commander designed i!,at we should 
leave our sacrifices smoking on the altar of God, in the 
■midst ofthe enemies' land, "hut rather that we should be 
pushing onward from victory to victory, until we are estab- 
li^hcd in the Capital of V/7s 'kingdom. ' Would it haveheen 
expedient or a mark of courage 'in Geueral'J'avIor, after he 
had conquered the Mexican arniv on tho Hih'May la*t, to 
have retreated back to the capital ofthe U. States, to place 
himself and army on the hroad platform of l';iiei tv,'and com- 
mence to travel the ground over again for the "purpose of 
pursuing and overcoming his vanquished foe ? No ! Every 
person of common sense knows that such a course would 
have overwhelmed hi-u and all his followers with unutter- 
able disgrace, no matter how unrighteous the contest. Not 
so with this, for our cause is one ofthe most glorious, tho* 
it be themost trying thai the sun ever shown upon since God 
placed it in the heavens. Onward and victory, then, are 
our watchwords, and no retreating back to, or beyond tho 
cry i\i Mtduioht! lira to the subject. Did our Saviour ever 
meet with bis ih^i^cs on the first day of the week after tho 
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evening of die day of hU resurrection t The 3ii, ch. John 
says " they went a fishing - , and while* there Jesus appeared 
unio them." In the 14th v. he s;iys, " This is now the 'third 
time that Jesus shott ed himself to the disciples after that ha 
was risen from the dead." Now turn to 1 Cor. xv : 4 — 7 : 
Paul's testimony is, "that he was seen of Cephas, then of 
the twelve, after that of uhove five hundred brethren at 
once, and then of J ante-*, then of ull the Apostles." Tbest 
are all that arc specified, up to his going into heaven. Now 
pray tell me if you can, where these men got their infor- 
mation, respecting the frequent meetings on the first day of 
the weeh*. The hihle says no mich thing. 13utlet us pm> 
sue the. subject and look at the third text, " Upon the first 
day of the week let every one of you lay by him in store, as 
God has prospered him, that there bono gatherings when I 
conic." Now plea.?c turn hack to Dr. Dodridgc'i author' 
ity, he says the argument is too obvious to need illustration, 
that the money was put into common itock, and that tills . 
was the religious observance of the first day of the week. 
Now whoever will read the first sis verges of this chapter, 
nnd compare them with Rom. xv : — will see that 
Paul's design was to collect some money for the poor saint* 
at Jcrii-aJem, and their laying it by them in store until he 
came that way: for it plainly implies thai they were at homo, 
for lui o;?e could understand that you had money lying by 
you in store, if it was in common stock or in other hands. 
Again, see Acts xviii : 4, 11. Paul preaching every Sabr 
hath day, at this very time, for eighteen months, to these 
very same Corinthians, bids them farewell, to go up to the 
feast nt Jerusalem. 21 v. By reading to xxi. ch. 17 v. you 
have his history until he nrrives there. Now I ask, if Dr. 
Oodridge's dear illustration can or will he relied on, when 
Luke clearly teaches that Punl's manner was, and that be did 
ahvayn preach to them on the Sabbath, which, of course, 
waH ihe Seventh day, and not the first day. of the week. 
Fourth text, John says: I was in the spirit on the Lord'*-, 
day. Here Dr. I). concludes with the generality of chris- 
tian writers on this subject that this stror>ely infers the extra- 
ordinary regard paid to the first day. of theweck, as solemnly 
consecrated to Christ, <fcc. If the scripture any w here call, 
■ed this the Lord's day, there might he some reason to be- 
lieve their statements, hut the seventh day Subbuth id called 
the Lord's day. Bee Exod. ix: 10. 

M r. Fisher, in speaking of the late Harrisburg convention 
of 16 1 1-45, says, " The most spirited debate that occurred 
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nt the assembly was to fix a proper name for the first day of 
the week, whether it should be called Sabbath, the Christian 
Sabbath or Lord s day. The reason for this dispute was, 
that there was no authority for calling the first day of the 
week by either one of these names. To pretend that that 
command was fixed and unchangeable, and yet to alter it to 
please the fancy of man, is in itself ridiculous. It is hardly 
possible in the nature of man, that a class of society should 
be receiving pay for their services and not be iniluenced 
thereby ; — iu the nature of things they will avoid such doc- 
trines as are repugnant to them "that give thein bread." 

Now we come to the fifth and last, and only one spoken 
of iu all the New Testament, for a meeting on the first day 
of the week. Luke says, " Upon the first day of the week 
when the disciples came together to break bread, Paid 
preached unto them, ready to dcuart vn the uwrroic: and con- 
tinued ids speech until midnight." Actsxx: 7. Now by 
following the scripture mode of computing time, from o'- 
clock in the evening to G o'clock in the morning, as has been 
shown, Paul to commence on the beginning of the fimday 
would begin on what we call Saturday evening at G o'clock, 
und preach till midnight. After that' he restores to life the 
young man, then breaks bread and talked till the break of 
day, which would be Sunday morning. Then ho com- 
menced his journey for Jerusalem and travelled and sailed 
all d;.y Sunday, the first day of the week, and two ether days 
in succession. x\: 11—15. Now it seems to tne, if Paul 
did teach or keep the first day of the week for the Sabbath 
or a holy day, he violated the sanctity of it to all intents and 
purposes, without giving one single reason for it; all the 
proof presented here is a night meeting. Please eee the 
quotation from the British Quarterly Review. But let us 
look at it the way in which we compute time : I think it wlH 
be fair to premise, that about midnight was the middle of 
Paul's meeting ; ut any rate there is but one midnight to a 
twenty-four hour day. he say that Sunday, the hrst day 
of the week, does not commence until 1'J o'clock Saturday 
night Then it is very clear, if he is preaching on the finU 
day till midnight, according to our reckoning it must be on 
Sunday night, und his celebrating the Lord's supper after 
midnight would make it that he broke bread on Monday, 
ti.e scuud day, and that the day time on Sunday is not in- 
cluded, unless he had continued hia speech through the day 
till midnight. Kow the text sayii thr.t on the first day of the 
\veek they caue together to break bread. To pi Oiat 
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Mry did break b-tad on that day, we must talce the mode in 
winch the Jews computed time, and allow the fir* day of 
he week to bcgm at U o'clock on Saturday evening/and 
to fol ow Paul's M a ,„p] Cf pay no regard to the first day, 
nfW davhght, but to travel, Ac. If our mode of time ii 
taken, they broke bread on the second day, and that would 
destroy the meaning of the U.xt. Here then, in thu text, 
is the only argument that can he adduced in the scripture*

4 And they 
held their peace, and ho took him and healed him.' and 
asked them 4 which of tbem bavin-; an ox or an as.* full into 
the pit, would not straightway pull him out on the Sabbath # 
day ; and tliev could not answur him a^ain." I— tiv. And 
■ he continued to teach them, by showing them when they 
made a feast to call tlic poor, tbe maimed, the lame, tlie 
blind, and then they should be blessed.' Head the chap- 
ter, and von will readily fee that he took this ncca-ioii, an 
ibe moit'befming, to leach them by parables, what their du- 
ly was at weddings and leasts, in tbe same manner us he 
tausht them in their 8vna^o<ri:cs. 

There is still another passive, and I believe the only one, 
to which reference has been made, (except where he open- 
ed the eyes of a man that was born blind.) for proof that 
he broke the Sabb.uh. It is recorded in John v : 5-^-17. 
Here Jesus found a nirm thathrid hern si: k thirty-eight year*, 
by the pool of liethesd;!, 4 he saith unto him ri.-e. take up 
thy bed anil walk,— therefore did they persecute Jesus and 
nought to sdey him because he hid done these things on 
tlie Sabbath day. '"low 4 lint Jesus answered them, my 
Father work.lh hitherto and I work * If they did not work 
••very hour and moment of time, it would be impo.-siblo 
for man to exi-t : Ik-re undoubtedly he had reference to 
these and other nc.t.s of necessity and mercy; but the great 
sin Tor which professors in this enlightened ape charge the 
Saviour with in this transaction, is, in directing the man to 
lake up his bed, contrary to law. It is clear tho people 
were forbidden to carry burthens on the Sabbath day, ai m 
Jer. xvii : i» 1 , 22, but by reading the ti lth v. in connection 
with Neb. xiii : IS — 22, we learn that this prohibition related 
to what wn.« lawful for them to do on the other* six days of 
the week, viz. merchandise and trading. See proof, Neh. 
x: 1U; also unlawful, as in Amosviii: 5. We need not, 
nor we cannot misunderstand the fourth commandment, 
taken in connection with the other nine, they were simple 
and pure written by the finger of Coil ; but in the days of 
our .Saviour it hud become heavily laden with Jewish tra- 
ditions, hence when Jesus appeals to them whether it it 
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dcrtakes to abolish or change it, is the real Sabbath breaker. 
Remember that the keeping the commandments is the only 
safe guide through the 'gates into the city. 

My friends and neighbors, and especially my family, 
know that I have for more than twenty years, strictly en- 
deavored to keep the first day of the week for the Sabbath, 
and I can pay that I did it "in all good conscience before 
God, on the ocean, and in foreign countries as well as my 
own, until about sixteen months since I read an article 
published in the Hope of Israel, by a worthy brother, T. 
M. Preble, of Nashua, which when I read and compared 
with the bible, convinced me that there never had been any 
change. Therefore the seventh day was the Sabbath, and 
Cod required me as well as him to keep it holy. Many 
things now troubled my mind as to how I couli? make thia 
great change, family, friends, and brethren ; but this ono 
passage of scripture was, and always will be as clear 
as u sunbeam. " IV hat is that to thec: Jt>!loic thou inc." Iu 
a few days my mind was made up to begin to keep the 
fourth commandment, and I bless God for the clear light 
he has shod upon my mind in answer to prayer and a thor- 
ough examination of the scriptures, on this great subject. 
Contrary views did, after a little, shake my position some, 
but I feel now that there is no argument nor sophistry that 
can becloud my mind again this side of die gates of the 
Holy City. Brother Marsh, who no doubt thinks, and 
perhaps thousands besides, that his paper is what it pur- 
ports to be, THE VOICE OF TRUTH, takes the ground 
with the infidel that there is no Sabbath. Brother 8. S. 
Snow, of New York, late editor of the Jubilee Standard, 
publishes to the world that he is the Elijah, preceding the 
advent of our Saviour, restoiing all things: (tine seventh 
day Sabbath must be one of the all tilings,) and yet he 
takes the same ground with Br. Marsh, that the Sabbath 
is forever abolished. As the seventh day Sabbath is a real 
prophecy, a picture (and not a shadow like the Jewish 
Sabbaths,) of the thing typified which is to come, I cannot 
ace how those who believe in the change or abolition of 
the type, can have any confidence to look to God for the 
great antetype, the Sabbath of rest, to come to them. 

Brother J. J). Cook has written a short piece in his ex- 
cellent paper, the ADVENT TESTIMONY. It was 
pointed and good, but too short; and as brother Preble'* 
Tract now before me, did not embrace the argument* 
which have bean presented Bincehe published it, it appear- 
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cd to me that something was called for in this time of fall- 
ing hack from this great subject. I therefore present this 
hook, hoping at least, that it will help to strengthen and 
save all honest souls seeking after truth. 

A word respecting TUK History. At the close of the 
first century a controversy arose, whether both days should 
he kept or only one, which contiuued until the reign of 
Constantino the Great. By his laws, made in A. D. 321, 
it was decreed for the future that Sunday should be kept a 
day of rest in all the cities and towns ; out he allowed the 
country people to follow husbandry. History further in- 
forms us that Constautinc murdered his two sisters hus- 
bands and son, and his own familiar friend, that sameyear, 
and die year before boiled his wife in a cauldron of oil.— — 
The controversy fall continued down to A. D. G03, when 
Pope Gregory passed a law abolishing the seventh day 
Sabbath, and establishing the first day of the week. See 
Baron'uis Councils, QY.i. Barnlield's Eng. page JIG, states 
that the Parliament of England met on Sundays till the 
time of Richard II. The first law of England made for 
keeping of Sunday, was in the time of Edward IV. about 
1470. As these two books are not within my reach, I 
have extracted from T. M. Preble's tract on the Sabbath. 
•Mr. Fisher says, it was Dr. Bound one of the rigid puri- 
tans;, who applied the name Sabbath to the first day of the 
week, about the year 171)o. " The word Sunday is not 
found in llio bible," it derived its name from the heathen 
nations of the North, because the day was dedicated to the 
sun. Neither is the Sabbath applied to the first day any 
more than it is to the sixlh day of the week. While Dan- 
iel beheld the little horn, (popery) he said, among other 
thiiijs, he would th'uJc to change times and 1. wa. Now 
this could not mean of men, because it has ever been the 
prerogative of absolute rulers like himself, to change man- 
made laws, nor the law of Moses, for tbr.t had been abol- 
ished 570 years before the Pope finally changed the Sab- 
bath to the 1st day of the week. Then to make the proph- 
ecy harmonize with the scripture, he must have meant 
times and laws established by God, because he might think 
and pass decrees as he has done, but he, nor ull the uni- 
verse could ever change God's times and laws. Jesus says 
that " tiuies and seasons, were in the power of the father." 
The Sabbath is the most important law which God ever 
instituted. *' How long refuse ye to keep my command- 
ments, and my laws, see for that the Lord hath given you 
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the Sabbath." EnocI. xvi : 28,29. Then it'- clear from 
the history, that this is in part what Daniel meant, ftow 
the second advent believers have professed nil confidence 
in his visions; why theiuloubt this. Whoever feels disposed 
to defend and sustain the decrees of that " blasphemous 
dower, and especially Pope Gregory and the great Con- 
stantiuc, the murderer, shown to be the moral reformer 
in this work of changing the Sabbath, are welcome to 
their principles and feelings. I detest thc<c acts in com- 
mon with all others which have emanated horn these ten 
and one horned powers. The Revelations >ho\v us clear- 
ly that they were originated by the devil. If you sav this 
history is not true then you are bound to refute it. U you 
cannot you arc as much in duty bound to believe it as 
unv oilier history, even, that George Washington died m 
I7'JL>! If the bible argument, and testimony trom history 
are "to be relied on as evidence, tin n it is as clear as a 
sunbeam that the seventh day Sabbath is a perpetual sign, 
and is as binding upou man as it ever was. lint we are 
told we rnu-a keep the first day of the week for the Sab- 
bath as an ordinance to commemorate the resurrection of 
Je<m=. I for one had rather believe Taiil. See Horn. \l : 
3-5; Gal. hi: 27 ; Col. ii : 12. 

A word more respecting time. Sec 31st page. Here l 
have shown that the puu in the centre, regulates all time 
for the earth— fifty-two weeks to the year, one hundred 
ard si.vtv-cight hours to the week, the seventh of which is 
twenty-lour hours. " J esua says there arc but twelve hours 
in the' day, (from sunrise to sunset.) Then twelve hour* 
night to make a twenty-four hour day, yon bee, must al- 
ways begin at a certain period of time. No matter then 
whether the sun sets with us at eight in summer or 4 o elk 
in winter. IwW by thi*. and this is the h-cripture rule days 
and weeks can, and most probably are, kept at the North 
and South polar regions. What an absurdity to believe 
that God docs exonerate our fathers and brothers from 
keepiu" his Sabbath while they are in these polar regions, 
iHiiii" ibr peals and whales, should it be with them either 
all day or all night. If they have lost their reckoning of 
days and weeks, because there was, or was not any sun six 
.months of the time, how could they learn what day of the 
week it was when they tec the sun netting at G o clock on 
the equator, if bound home from the South? By refer- 
ia, ? to Luke, xxiiich. 55, 50, and >xiv: 1, we see that the 
people iu Palestine had kept the day* and weeks rightlrom 



the creation; since which time, astronomers teach us that 
not even fifteen minutes have heen lost. God does not re- 
quire us to be any more exact in keeping time, than what 
we may or have learned from the above rules, but I am 
told there is a difference in time of twenty-four hour* to tho 
mariner that circumnavigates the globe. That, being true, 
is known to theui, but ifalters no time on the earth or sea. 

But, Kiya one, I should like to ktep the Sabbath in time, 
just as Jesus did. Then you must live in Palestine, where 
their day begins si'ven hours earlier thau ours; and yet it 
U at C o'clock in the evening the same period, though not 
the same by the .sun, in which we begin our day. Let ine 
illustrate : "our earth, something in the form of an orange, 
is whirling over every twenty-four hours. It measures 
three hundred and sixty degrees, or about twenty-one 
thousand six hundred miles round, in the manner you would 
pass a string round an orange. Now divide this three 
hundred and Fixty degrees by the twenty-four hour day, 
and the result is fifteen degrees, or nine hundred miles. 
Then every fifteen degrees we travel or tail eastward, the 
bun ri>cs and sets one hour earlier in the period of the 
twenty-four hours: therefore those who live in Palestine, 
one hundred aud seven degrees east of us, begins and 
closes the dav seven hours earlier, so in proportion all the 
w ay round the globe, the sun always stationary ! Then 
the Sabbath begins precisely at 6 o'clock on Friday even- 
ing, every where on this globe, and ends at the same period 
on what we call Saturday evening, God says 'ever)- tiling 
on its day,' 'from even unto even shall ye celebrate your 
Sabbath;' 'the evening and the morning was the first day.' 
He is an exact time keeper ! I say then, in the name of aU 
that is holv, heavenhy and true, and as immortality is above 
all price, let us see" to it that we are found fearuig God 
and keeping his Commandments, -for this, we are taught, 
'is the whole duty of man.' The proof is positive that the 
seventh dav Sabbath i> included in the commandments. 

Bro. Marsh says, " Keeping the Sabbath is embraced in 
this covenant, Dent, v : 1— 6, made with the children of 
Israel at Horeb. It was not made with their Fathers (the 
Patriarchs) but with us, even us, who are all of us here 
alive this day. v. 3. 'This testimony first negative, he 
made it not with our Fathers, and then yositicc with vs, if 
conclusive. Not a single proof can be presented from 
either the old or new testament, that it was instituted for 
any oilier people or nation." Now it is clear and positive 
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that if the Sabbath is not binding on any other people than 
the Jews, by the same rule not one of the commandments 
is binding on any other people, who dare take such infidel 
ground ? Was not the second covenant written on the 
hearts of the Gentile, even the law of Commandments? 
which Paul says 4 is Holy, just and good.' Thirty yean 
after the crucifixion he direct* the Lphesiaus to the keeping 
the fifth commandment, that they may live long on the 
earth not the land of Canaan, vi: 2, 3. Did not God say 
that Abraham kept his commandment!!, statutes, and lawal 
This embraced the Sabbath for circumciiion, and the Sab- 
bath were then the only law*, or statutes, or command- 
menu written. The fourth commandment was given two 
thousand years before Abraham was born! Is not the 
stranger and all within their gates included in the covenant 
to keep the Sabbath? See Kxod. \x : 10. And did not 
God require them to keep I'J 1 12 Sabbath before he made 
this covenant with them in Ilorcb 7 See Kxod. xvi : 
Does not Isaiah say that God will bios, the man, and tho 
son of man, and the sons of the stran^tr, that keep TilK 
Sabbath 1 These certainly mean the Gentiles, h i: 4 2-3, 6-7. 
Also, in the hiii. ch. 13, 14, the promise is to all that keep 
the Sabbath. To what people did the Sabbath belong at 
the destruction of Jerusalem, nearly forty years after the 
crucifixion? Matt. xxiv. 20. The Gentih s'ecrtainly were 
embraced in the covenant by (his time ! Why wns it Paul's 
manner always to preach on the seventh day Sabbath la 
Jews and Gentiles ? 

By what authority do you call the seventh diy Sabbath, 
the Jewish Sabbath 7 The bible says it is the Sabbath of 
the Lord our God. 1 And Jesus said that he was the ' Ln r d 
of the :■ .'bath day.' He moreover told the Jews that the 
Sabbath was made for MAN ! Where do you draw the 
distinguishing line, to show which is and which is not MAN 
between the natural seed of Abraham and the Gentiles T 
"Is he the God of the Jews only ? Is he not nlso of the 
Gentiles? Yes, of the Gentiles al.-o !" Then Paul savs 
- 'there is no difference,' and that 'there is no respect of 
persons with God.' Is it not clear, then, that the Sabbath 
was made for Adam and his posterity, tin- whole family of 
man ? How very fearful you are- that God's people should 
keep the bible Sabbalh! You *ay, 'h't us be ciuitioug, lest 
we disinherit ourselvea by seeking the inheritance under 
the wrong covenant. Your meaning is, not to feck to 
Keep the Subbath covenant, but the one mado to Abraham. 
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If you can tell ua what precept there is in the Abrahamic 
covenant that we must now keep to be sated, that ia not 
embraced in the one given at Mount Sinai, then we will 
endeavor to keep that too, with the Sabbath of the Lord 
our God. If the Sabbath, ua you say, is abolished, why 
do you, JOSEPH MAKSIf, continue to call the firrt day 
of the week the Sabbath. See V. T., 15th July. If you 
profess to utler the VOICE OF TRUTH from the bible, 
do be consistent, and also wiliing that other papers, bendta 
voura and the Advent Herald, should give the present truth 
to the flock of God. I say let it go with lightning epeed, 
every way, as does the political news by the electric tele- 
graph. If the wholo law and the prophet* hang on the 
commandments, and by keeping them we enter into life, 
how will you, or I, enter iu if we do not 'keep the com- 
mandments.* Sua Exod. xvi : 28-30. Jesus says, 4 ' there- 
fore whosoever thall break one of these lean command- 
menu nnd Khali teach men so, Khali be called the lea*t in 
ihe kingdom," &c. " Fear God and keep his command- - 
menu, for litis is the whole duty of man." Amen !

The first one is the Covenant of Inheritance "confirmed r 
unto Jacob for a law and unto Israel for an everlasting In- 
heritance. " Sec Pnl cv : 8—11. Acta vii : 3— 6. Ephi; 14. 

Second is an "everlasting Covenant of Redemption." See 
Isa. Ui: 8, 9. "I have made a Covenant with my chosen, I 
have sworn unto David my servant, thy feed will I CKtuu- 
iihh forever." Pel lxxiix: .2— 5. Sec ako 3-1—37 vs. "My 
Covenant will I not Ireuh, nor alter the thing that i». «or»e 
out of my lips. Once have I sworn by my holinew that I 
will not lie unto Duvid, his seed shall endure forever, and 
his throne as the sun before me— It shall be established for- 
ever as the moon and as a faithful witness in heaven." lea. 
nays it is sure, Iv: 3; liv : 13, 14. Ezekiel calls it a Cov<^ 
nam of peace, xxxiv : 25. In ii c h. 25 and 2G v. he 
show* clearly that David is Clirui. Lud^tHid " Covenant of 
peace is an everlasting Covenant widi his Israel, and will 
be known when his ffaucttiary is in the midst of them forev- 
er more."

These two everlasting Covenants ere conditional, and ia . 
the future. Tho living saints of God iaLcjrit them by kc i-p. 
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ing the ' commandments of God and testimony of Jesus/ 
which can be nothing more nor less than what Jer. and Paul 
calls the 'new or second covenant.' Jer. xxxi: 31 — 33; Heb. 
via : C — 10; by us the Gospel Covenant, confirmed by 
Christ and his Apostles 1800 years ago. Dan. ix : 27 ; Acta 
x: 3G— 40; Ucb. ii: 3, 4. The old or first Covenant was 
delivered to Moses at Mount Sinai 3337 yean* ago, and i» 
about 1537 years older than the licit, or second, or what we 
call the Gospel Covenant. Paul to the Heb. ix: !, says, 
• This first Covenant had ordinances of divine service, and 
a worldly sanctuary,' meaning the Old Tabernacle with ail 
its appendages, (see 23 v.,) and was dedicated with the blood 
of bulls and goals. 18, 19 v. (Marknight'titrans.) See also 
Txo. xxiv: 8; Lev. vvi : 15. This same Covenant was Use 
ten commandments 4 written on tables of stone by the finger 
of God.' Exo. xxxiv: 27, 23; Dcut. ix : 9—1 1. Paul calls 
it the Ark of the Covenant. Heb. ix: 4. biases built a Tab. 
ernacle for it. Exo. xl: 3, 21. David had it in his heart to 
build a house for it. 1 Chr. xxviii: 2. Solomon built the 
bouse (the Temple) and put the Ark into it 2 Ch. vi : 1). 
These ten commandments then, was the first Covenant. 
The Tabernacle and all its furniture was appended to it, 
and was called the Sanctuary, the building that contained 
it. This Covenant was broken by the Jew ?, w ith whom it 
was first made. Dcut. xxxi : 15, 20; Jer. xxxi : 32; Ezck. 
xvi: 5,9, and xvii : 19; Isa. xxxiii: 8. Now how evident 
it is that the Jewish nation did not destroy nor abolish this 
Covenant by breaking it. As well may it be said that the 
man who violates the law of his country has abolished or 
destroyed the whole law. No, no! men can no more de- 
stroy the law God has made than tbey can put out tbe light 
of the . :m. They can destroy themselves, but God's work 
ran they never. IJear God speak and may his word anni- 
hilate every thought to the contrary : "The Lord thy God 
he is the faithful God, which kecpeih Covenant and mercy 
with them that love him and keep his commandments to a 
thousand generations." Is not this as much a* G3,000 years 
in the future? Will he break it, then think ye? No.youknow 
it means forever f Deut. vii: 9. Do yon btill doubt. Let 
him speak once more. " My Covenant iciU I not BREAK 
ror ALTEll [look at this, you that say God lias altered this 
Covenant so us to chanpe this Sabbath from the 7th to the 
1st day ofthc week.] the thing that has gone out of myinouth." 
Pal. lxxiii : 34. Then it is immutable ! unchangeable ! im- 
mortal ! as well may man undertake to annihilate the «un.

Jesua then, aa I have shown, came to establish the new 
Covenant, and as I have before stated, he stripped ofi' all 
these appendages, the law of ceremonies, the hand writing of 
ordinances, the carnal commandments (Paul,) from the Srtt 
Covenant, the ten commandments, leaving thcra pure aa 
when they first came from his Father's hand, and nailed aa 
Paul shows to the Col. all these ceremonies to his cross, at 
the same hour he scaled the new Covenant with hi* blood, 
called the everlasting Covenant. Ileb.xiii: 20. 

Paul in the viii. ch on this Covenant, extract* from Jer. 
xxxi : 31 — 31, which shows us clearly what he means (see 
8 — 12v,) and 6ays in the 7 v., if the first one had been fault- 
less then no place could be found for the second. 6 v. 
says this covenant is established on better promises because 
Jesus is the mediator of it. xii:24. In x: 15, 16, be 
quotes from the viii. ch to show that the Holy Ghost is al- 
so a witness. Sec how, in ii. Horn. 13 — 16, 14 when the 
Gentiles which have not the low, (that is the ten command- 
ments on tables of stone) do the tilings contained in the 
law (the ten commandments) they show the work of the 
law (the ten commandments) written on their hearts, their 
thoughts in the mean while accusing, or else excusing, 
(when, Paul?) in the day when God shall judge the se- 
crets of men by my gospel." Then it must be now. Oh 
no, says the reader, Paul means at the day of judgment. — 
I am glad you admit that condemnation overtakes the trans- 
gressors of the law written on our hearts somewhere. For 
proof that he uieaiiB the commandments read 21, 22 v.; 
you will of course understand that it is not the law of cer- 
emonies, for these had been abolished more than 25 ^yeara 
before. See chronology A. D. CO. Now see Heb. viii: 10 
again. " I will put mv laics into their minds and write U.crn 
in their hearts.''

id/ermnt as in Jer., read the history in the chapter. 

In ch xx : 37, where the promise is, " I will bring you 
into the bond (or delivering, see margin,} of the covenant. 
At firtit view it would appear as though here was another 
implied, but I think the preceding verses, particularly the 
12th aud 20th, show it to be the covenant in which the 
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Sabbath w included, or it may be the everlasting covenant 
of redemption, given to Jesus just previous to the resur- 
rection. Paul clearly shows that there are hut two covo. 
nauta under the law in his allegory to the Gaiatians iv : 21 
—27, and these two must of necessity aa 1 have thowu 
embrace the ten commandments. Now has this new cov- 
enant been broken by man us wax the first 1 Hear I*aiab : 
Heboid the Lord maketh the earth empty, the inhabitants 
of the earth burned, nnd but few leQ." Why ? Because 
they have broken the everiustidg covenant." Sec ixiii: .">. 
Read the whole chapter. Paul says that the profiled 
church iu the last days will be covenant breaker*. 2 Tim. 
iii : 2—5. (Macknight's translation.) This must of course 
be violating, especially, the fourih commandment, the 
Lord s Sabbath. It would be the height of absurdity to 
attempt to apply it to the first day of the week, bemuse thi* 
ih included m the six working days, which God never 
iiancufied nor set apart for an holy dav.

WHO ARE THE TRUE ISRAELI 

In the xxxi. ch. of Exod., God pays, "wherefore the 
children of Iskael shall keep the Sabbath, to observe tho 
Sabbath throughout their generations for a perpetual cov- 
enant; it is a sii>n between uie and the children of Israel 
forevtr. 10, 17 v. Who urc the true Israelites ! Amwer, 
Yjod'n people. Hear Paul; " Is he the God of the Jews 
only? Is he not also of the Gentiles? Yes of the Gentiles, 
&Uo; from uucireurnoi^ion through faith " Rom. iii: '29,'dO. 
God gave his re-enacted commandment or covenant to the 
natural Jew in U. C. 1491. They broke this covenant, tuj 
he told Moses they would, for which Impartially dcitroyod 
and dispersed them; God then brought m a new covenant 
which continued the »ign oi the Sd.Liaih, which wai cou- 
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firmed by Jesus and his Apostle about 1525 years from the 
first. See Ilcb. viii: 8, 10, 13; Rom. li : 15. Their break- 
ing the first covenant never could destroy the command- 
menu* of God. Therefore thin new or second covenant 
made with the house of israel, Heb. viii : 10, (not the nat- 
ural Jew oniy.) is indelibly written upon the heart- Now 
every child lakes the name of his parents. Let us see what 
the angel Gabriel says to Mary concerning her son : * The 
Lord God will give him the throno of David his father, and 
he shall reign over the house of Jacob forever." Luke i- 
31. 33. 

Now the prophecy : " There shall come a star out of 
Jacob and ft sceptre shall rise out of Israel."
